Calls for Nomination. 


After some preliminary announce- 
ment, Chairman Moses cried out:

The convention cheered a little and 
then more when Chairman Moses 
said~seconding speeches would be 
limited to five minutes. 

“The roll will now be called,’’ Mr. 
Moses announced. 

Alabama, first on the roster of

“The Chair recognizes Mr. John L. 
MeNab, a delegate from that State,” 
Mr. Moses cried out. 

“If you have any difficulty in hear- 
ing me, do not blame!it.on Cali- 
fornia, but blame it on me,’’ said Mr. 
McNab in launching his eulogy of 
Mr. Hoover. “My heart is in Cali- 
fornia, but I have lost my voice in 
Kansas City.’’ 

The convention laughed quite a lot 
and women in the-audience beamed 
on the sponsor for Hoover. His nom- 
inating speech was unusual in one 
respect. He hurled the name of the 
candidate to the convention in his 


first three sentences, and immediate-| s 


ly the convention responded with 
deafening acclaim. ~ 

While there was supposed to be 
some 300 votes in the convention for 
other delegates, the. mention of 
Hoover’s name brought practically 
the entire convention to their feet 
cheering in a frantic volume of sound 
that kept the hall in an uproar. 
Chairman: Moses was banging his 
gavel in a half-hearted fashion, but 
that seemed merely to be a signal 
for the convention to keep right on 
doing what it had been doing since 
the name of the candidate first float- 
ed out on the convention air. 

The noise and the enthusiasm, 
however, appeared to be confined to 
the body of delegates. The galleries 
seemed strangely silent ‘and passive. 
The demonstration in the New 
York delegation was led by Ogden 
L.. Mills, Under-Secretary of the 
Treasury, and Lieut. Col. Theodore 
Roosevelt. Each was operating a 
rattle, swung to and fro pote 4 
above his head to produce the maxi- 
mum noise.

At 7:30 Mr. McNab tried to get the 
crowd to stop cheering so that he 
might resume his nominating speech. 
Senator Moses pounded with his 
eel in an effort to restore order. 

he tumult died down slowly. There 
Was a gradual cessation of noise. 

There were.sporadic attempts to 
revive. the demonstration. One of 
the last delegates. to take his seat 
was one bearing the Lone Star ban- 
ner of Texas. 

The galleries at this time were a 
little more than two-thirds filled. 


McNab Resumes His Speech. 


At 7:27, after twenty-five minutes 
of cheering, twenty of which was 


McNab rezumed his - nominating 


eech. 

**Will the memhers of the conven- 
tion please resume their seats?’’ 
shouted McNab after the demonstra- 
tion had spent itself and a semblance 
of order had. been resumed. 

**You ‘have said all you need to 
say,’’ shouted one of the New Hamp- 
shire delegates. Up in the’ gallery 
there was a stir and some one 
shouted a reminder that nominating 
speeches were to be limited to half 
an, hour each. 

Mr. McNab got a little applause 
when he told the convention that the 
man it nominated would be the next 
President of the United States. The 
little’ make-believe baby elephant 
after its stormy progress through the 
aisles of the conyention hall now 
stood at rést,and looked very wise 
directly under the rostrum. A little 
red electric bulb formed the tip of its 
tiny trunk. 

Mr. McNab’s eulogy of the can- 
didate flowed on in even, unhurried 
progress, to its’ finish. ‘ He'is mot a 
magnetic, orator and made no at- 
tempt to make an emotional appeal 
to his audience, merely reciting a 
record of his services to the nation 
and. to ny anity and of his high 
attainments. The convention sat si- 
lent most ofthe time and gave very 
close attention, seemingly. 


Convention Becomes: Restive. 


By the time Mr. McNab had 
reached the part Mr. Hoover bore 


in Mississippi flood’ relief work, the 
convention had become restive. 
There was a hum of undertones and 
much of what the sneaker said un- 
doubtedly was lost to the crowd. 

As he reached the end of his 
speech, praising Hoover as a man 
“twhose record had been one of sur- 
passing usefulness,’ as a. man with 
high qualities as a statesman and 
an executive and as a ‘‘wholesome 
human being,’’ the convention again 
respondes, rising 2nd starting a 
demonstration which in earnestness 
and volume, if not in duration;

Lowden Withdraws His Name. 


After the convention had frolicked 
for about twenty minutes it finally 
came back to a realization that 
nominating a. candidate for Presi- 
dent of the United States is not all 
fun, but serious business.

After. twenty minutes Senator 
Moses again tried to get the con- 
vention to resume business and beat 
rapidly with his gavel without ef- 
fect. The aisles at the time were 
filled. Mr. Tincher took his place 
at. the front of the platform and 
shook his head at his Kansas col- 
leagues in indication that the demon- 
stration had gone far enough. 

Senator Moses shouted something 
that was inaudible in the hall. be- 
cause of the noise and then indicated 
in pantomine that he wished quiet 
so that Mr. Tincher could proceed. 

Mr. Tincher, a stout man with 
gray hair, of good platform appear- 
ance, stood patiently, but the shout- 
ing kept: up. 


Ovation Lasts 24 Minutes. 


The Curtis demonstration inter- 
rupted the proceedings of the con- 


vention for twenty-four minutes, 
just one minute short of the time of 
the first Hoover demonstration. It 
lacked, however, the volume or 
spontaneity of the Hoover outbursts 
and seemed artificial by comparison. 

Mr. Tincher has a powerful voice 
and a vigorous manner, and he 
loosed both‘on a convention which 
was not at all in a receptive mood 
when it came to speech making for 
a futile bong 

He started out by pointing out that 
Curtis, unlike Lowden, was a man 
who stood squarely on the contract 
the convention earlier in the day had 
made with the American people. 

“The Republican Party,” he said, 
“is rather lucky in never having to 
apologize for any of its declarations 
of principle and party faith. It would 
be his program, if’ electéd, to con- 
tinue the program of the present Ad- 
ministration for the promotion of our 
enduring prosperity, and that is the 
program enunciated from this _ros- 
trum today in’ the promulgation of 
the platform.”’ 


Outburst as Tincher Closes.

At 11:25 o’clock the convention ad- 
journed until noon tomorrow.

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FRANCE CONSIDERS 
HOOVER AS REALIST 


View Is Held That! as President 
He Would Have Business- 
like Foreign Policy. 


HIS WAR EFFORT RECALLED 


While Secretary” Has” Critics at 
Paris, His “Nomination is. .Re- 
garded Favorably. There. 


Special Cable to Tom New YoRK Timms. 

PARIS; June 14:.—The choice of 
Herbert Hoover by the Republican 
Party as candidate for President of 
the’ United States is regarded here as 
at least. extremely interesting, and 
perhaps very fortunate. 

Mr. Hoover’s work in the occupied 
districts of France during the early 
stages of the World War will never be 
forgotten. But even apart from that, 
the French believe Mr. Hoover would 
be a desirable. President, because 
they consider him a realist, and in 
recent times they have had ‘an over- 
dose of idealism... 

There lurks, however, in the back 
of their minds a suspicion that, al- 
though he fed their hungry people 
in the occupied districts during the 
war, he was never entirely sympa- 
thetic to French ways and manners. 
He belongs to the Quaker-Puritan 
section of the American people, who 
are incomprehensible to the French 
and who, the French believe, never 
give full credit to France, from an 
instinctive aversion to the popular 
conception of French morality and 
manners. 

His Criticisms Are Recalled. 

Mr. Hoover, too, was at times 
somewhat free in his criticism of 
French ways of doing things during 
the war. His own methods were dif- 
ferent, and.in sa far.as. they. were 
successful, they are remembered 
gratefully; but with that is. also re- 
membered that he was not entirely 
tolerant of other ways than his own. 

It may be said of Mr. Hoover that 
he has many admirers here, but not 
very many friends. 

It is recalled that he was during 
the Peace Conference an apparent 
partisan of the League of- Nations, 
and it is hoped that his allegiance 
still holds. 

It is recalled also that he showed 
an appreciation of. the economic 
interdependence of peoples which 
‘was rare at that time; and although 
as Secretary of Commerce his. busi- 
ness has been to develop American 
trade, they believe that, when such 
questions arise as the possibility of 
commercializing. the Dawes Plan 
payments and the allocating of the 
proceeds to diminution of the French 
debt, they will find in him, should 
he be elected to the White House, 
an understanding and helpful ally. 

Mr. Hoover in their minds has this 
great advantage, that he knows Eu- 
ropean and world affairs by expe- 
rience; and they believe his outlook 
will be perhaps broader than that 
which has seemed to characterize the 
White House during the last two ad- 
ministrations. 

Look on Him as ‘Business Man.’ 

In that belief, however, the French 
recognize that Mr. Hoover is a busi- 
mess man first and last, and that 
his first business would be the in- 
terests of his own country and his 
party. That may have disadvantages 
for France as well as advantages. 
But its disadvantages, in their cal- 
culation, might be less than: those 
from the alternate hot and cold 
douches of idealism and business 
from which they think they have suf- 
fered in recent relations with 
America. 

Two estimates of Mr. Hoover’s 
character made in the Temps and 
by Stephane Lauzanne in the Matin, 
correspond in the’r emphasis on the 
fact that he is a business man. 

“‘He is the type of.American. real- 
ist,’ says The Temps, ‘“‘who has a 
profound conception of world needs 
and an exact appreciation’ of the 
economic solidarity of all peoples. 
Whether he or Smith wins the elec- 
tion, we may %e sure that we will 
have, not only » new man, but a 
new policy also. For the world at 
large, this nomination and election 
will be of immense importance.”’ 

M. Lauzanne in his. usual brilliant 
style praises Hoover, the engineer 
and business man, in a manner 
which would delight his partisans. 

“In one word,’’ he says, ‘Mr. 
Hoover is the first business man in 
a country of the biggest business men 
in the world. Perhaps he may never 
move ¢rowds with his eloquence nor. 
the world with his declarations in 
fourteen points. But it’ is certain 
that, with him as President, America 
will never suffer cold, nor hunger, 
nor privation.’’ ’ 


HOOVER GREETS, EDISON. 


Sends Picture and Flowers to the 
Inventor, Busy on Rubber Study.

Senator Smoot’s reading of the 
majority report which took about an 
hour’ and a half was followed by the 
applause of the delegates ..generally 
sas —— of his work in draft- 
ng it. 

While the recital of the platform 
draft was in progress a huge box 
filled with glowing red roses was 
carried into the convention hall and 
borne ceremoniously to the seat oc- 
cupied by Mrs. Willebrandt. They 
were placed at her feet where they 
became an object of admiration’ by 
all who saw them. 

The substitute agricultural plank 
that was read from the rostrum im- 
mediately after Senator Smoot had 
completed his recital, was not writ- 
ten in a censorious vein. In fact, it 
attributed to the solicitude of the 
Republican P- ty for agriculture the 
‘foccasional or regular’’ surpluses 
which have presented this convention 
with one of its big problems, in that 
they have projected into convention 
discussion the proposal of the equali- 
zation fee, provided for in the Mc- 
Nary-Haugen bill which President 
Coolidge vetoed and. Secretary 
Hoover, prospective nominee of the 
convention, is known to oppose. 


Disavows Desire for Subsidy. 


*‘The Republican Party,’’ the sub- 
stitute plank declared, ‘‘recognizes 
that ‘this surplus problem of agricul- 
ture calls for national legislation to 
aid the farmers in its solution, since 
the number and wide distribution of 
many important crops renders con- 
certed action in handling surnluses 
impossible. We do not favor !egisla- 
tion which attempts to correct this 
situation through direct or- indicect 
Treasury subsidies.”’ 

The distribution of the cost of sur- 
plus disposal in foreign markets over 
*‘thé commodity benefited’ was then 
recommended and the party’s best 
efforts F acme bt toward the ‘‘perfec- 
tion and support of a measure based 
on this principle which can receive 
general support and become a law.”’ 

The plank further pledged assist- 
ance in the reorganization of an agri- 
cultural market system, 6 ow of 
“adequate tariff protection for agri- 
cultural products affected by foreign 
competition and of measures gener- 
ally which would place agriculture 
on a basis of economic equality with 
other industries.’’ 


La Follette Is Next Heard. 


At 11:45 Senator La Follette of 
Wisconsin was recognized by Chair- 
man Moses. As he appeared on the 
rostrum there was lively applause by 
the delegates from his own State 
and some of the adjoining mid-West- 
ern territory. The galleries also 
joined in. 

*“‘A true concept of democracy per- 
mits a minority to be heard,’’ Sena- 
tor La Follette said. ‘“‘There is fre- 
quently a sharp conflict bétween di- 
vergent points of view in a Republi- 
can form of Government. 

“Since 1908, the State of Wiscon- 
sin, in which the Republican Party 
was born, has been represented in 
each Republican National Conven- 
ion by a progressive delegation. 
Every. four years the Wisconsin del- 
egation has presented its platform 
to the Resolutions Committee, and, 
ome | its adoption there, has alias 
sented it to the convention itself. 

“It is in conformity with that spirit 
that I ask the opposition opportunity 
of ge) the view of the major- 
ity of the Wisconsin delegation. 

“Since 1908, although often: met 
with jeers and hisses the conven- 
tion, we have fought it sut.. Of thir- 
ty-five or more proposals. suggested 
in 1908,thirty-two have been written 
into statute law. Wisconsin may be 

roud of its constructive record and 
t is in conformity with that spirit 
that I ask opportunity. to.present 
this minority report.’’ 


Crowd Cheers Mention of .Veto...- 


Senator La Follette received ap- 
plause generous in volume when _ he 
praised the equalization fee provision 
of the McNary-Haugen bill. But this 
applause was doubled and became 
almost’ a-demonstration when he ré- 
ferred to the veto of that measure by 
President Coolidge. The applause 
was not aroused by criticism of the 
President’s veto, but very clearly 
was a tribute to President Coolidge 
for having vetoed the bill: 

‘It is so unusual for a Republican 
from’ Wisconsin to receive applause 
in’a Republican National Convention 
that I thank you most heartily,’ 
Sénator La Follette ‘retorted. 

From the manner in which refer- 
ences to the McNary-Haugen bill and 
the equalization fee were received it 
was very clear that the. convention 
by-a ra ay majority stood with the 
President in his attitude in opposi- 
tion to that measure, and that it was 
opposed to other radical] doctrines 
enunciated by the La Follette plat- 
form. But it was also very clear 
that the youthful Senator himself, a 
vivid and an appealing figure on the 
rostrum, was well liked even by the 
conservatives in the convention. 
From.the California delegation and 
from many other delegations repre- 
senting other conservative States 
there was applause and encourage- 
ment as. he closed. 

“The galleries roared in approval of 
the man and apparently of his minor- 
ity. platform.

“We are about to nominate a can- 
didate for President, but you are 
going to find that it will be a very 
different thing to elect him,’’ Mr. 
Murphy said.. 

‘There are many here from agri- 
cultural States. They are tremen- 
dously bitter and resentful. I plead 
with the. convention not to drive the 
farmers of the Republican agricul- 
tural States out of the party. : 


Won’t Accept Vague Pledges. 


‘Please do not construe this as 
a threat. It isn’t, for there have 
been no more consistent voters for 
the Republican Party than the men 
on the farms in these Western States, 
which have been voting the Republi- 
can ticket since they first voted for 
Abraham Lincoln. 

‘The McNary-Haugen bill is the is- 
sue, and the Republican Party had 
better think seriously about it today. 
You cannot fool these farmers any 
more with platform pledges. 

*“T come in support of this minority 
plank. We had the vote of fifteen 
States for it in the Resolutions Com- 
mittee. We had in the committee 
meeting the spectacle of the member 
from Kansas voting against this mi- 
nority report, although every mem- 
ber of Congress from that State 
voted for the McNary-Haugen bill. 

“T came here to urge this conven- 
tion to support the majority of the 
Republicans in Congress, who have 
done everything they could to redeem 
the party pledge of 1924. I have the 
greatest respect for the office of 
President. The issue is ‘whether you 
will stand by Congress, which passed 
the McNary-Haugen bill by a vote of 
two to one in the House and more 
than two to one in the Senate, or will 
you stand by the President alone, 
who vetoed the bill? 

“Take your choice. On your de- 
cision momentous results rest. The 
farmer of the United States wants 
to stay with his party. He has come 
here.a supplicant. I am begging you 
to be careful with your vote in this 
convention. The rock on which the 
Republican Party will support, if it 
does support it, is the McNary- 
Haugen bill.’’ 

Mr...Murphy.said that the farmer 
was not asking and would not take 
a subsidy.

Uses Map for Illustration. 


At this point a huge map was un- 


rolled and brought to the front at 
the request of Mr. Murphy. It 
showed a vast blue field which Mr. 
Murphy explained represented the 
territory whose Representatives’ in 
Congress had supported the McNary- 
Haugen bill. 

He said the blue area represented 
the agricultural West, which with 
practical unanimity had supported 
the bill. 

“Look at that map again,’ he ex- 
claimed. ‘‘In your opinion, is the

McMullen said. ‘‘The question is 
greater than the party. e welfare 
of the farmers is of greater impor- 
tance than the welfare of any party 
or of any individual. 

**‘We have the right to come to the 
Republican Party for assistance, we 
think, because the Republican Part 
is the party of the protective tariff. 
We have found out since the war 
that protection is what we need and 
pam og cannot survive unless we 
get it. 

“Labor, transportation, finance, in- 
dustry of all kinds, allhave particu- 
lar,- special legislation. All are pro- 
tected from foreign markets. All are 
protected from evil effects resulting 
from the war. Agriculture is ex- 
pecting the Republican Party to give 
it the same legislative consideration 
it gave to other groups. 


Wants Middle West Nominee. 


“The time is past for the farmer 
to plead for what he needs.

Fort Speaks for Majority. 

After the four advocates of the 
minority plank had. been heard, 
Franklin W. Fort, New Jersey Rep- 
resentative in Congress and one 0 
the foremost Hoover leaders in the 
convention, came to the front to 
speak for the agrarian plank pro- 
— by a majority of the Commit- 

ee on Resolutions. 

Representative Fort said that there 
were no fundamental differences be- 
tween the East and West in their 
attitude on the equality of all before 
the law, as some of the fanatical be- 
lievers in the plan of relief proposed 
in the McNary-Haugen bill appeared 
to hold. He said none of the speak- 
ers prepeding him had made any 
reference to the economic aspect of 
the form of relief provided for in 
that measure.

Senator Borah of Idaho made the 
final argument for the farm relief 
plank of the majority Report The 
reputation of the Idaho Senator as 
an able debater brought the. specta- 
tors.in the galleries to a pitch of ex- 
pocaney for a thrill that so far has 

een lacking. and they applauded 
him when appear before the 
microphones. . 

“I.am not one of those who be- 
lieve that there is no farm_prob- 
lem,’’ Senator Borah said. ‘‘It is 
more than a. farm problem. It is a 
great national problem, growing out 
of the farm situation. 

*“*Who has fought more intelligent- 

y, and sometimes

ple, inclu the farmer, than Cal- 
vin Coolidge?’’ 

Senator Borah’s reference to the 
President set the spectators and 
delegates cheering. tor Borah 
continued: . 

**The second thing is to enable the 
American farmer to avoid waste in 
marketing. Under the present 
tem of marketing it is estimated 
that between $8,000,000 and $9,000,- 
000 is wasted annually. There is 
now pending a bill suggested and 
prepared by the Secre of Com- 
merce, introduced ay a Republican 
Senator and reported by. a Republi- 
can committee, which undertakes to 
deal with the marketing system.”’ 


Hoover’s Name Applauded. 


Again Senator Borah’s speech was 


interrupted by applause. It was the 
first time that there had been a 
direct reference to Secretary Hoover, 
previous reference having been to 
the Department of Commerce. 

Applause again interrupted Sena- 
tor Borah, who said: 

“If Calvin Coolidge were renomi- 
nated and accepted, he would carry 
every agricultural State west of the 
Mississippi. Not only that, but if 
certain things happened at Houston 
he’d shake the foundation of the 
solid South.”’ 


Stirs Outburst From Floor. 


By this reference to the popularity 
of the President and his meeting of 
the reports current in the streets 
and hotels of Kansas City that Gov- 
ernor Smith of New York, if nom- 
inated by the Democrats, would carr 
many of the Middle-Western. agri- 
cultural States, Senator Borah struck 
a responsive chord in his hearers. 

There was no question of,the spon- 
taneity of the outburst of applause 
which followed. Delegates and spec- 
tators leaped to their feet and shout- 
ed in agreement with the assertion 
of Senator Borah that President 
Coolidge, if running, would have the 
support of the farm States. 

Senator Borah ended by saying 
that there were differences of view 
as to method, but no differences as 
to purpose among the members of 
the Resolutions Committee when it 
came to offering a farm relief plank. 

“The Republican Party has been 
the farmers’ party,’’ he said. ‘‘It 
must continue so. .The Republican 
Party must pay regard to economic 
laws and interests, but it will strive 
to give the farmer equality with 
every other group in the country, to 
which he undoubtedly is entitled.”’

DRY PLANK SPEEDS TEMPO 


Coughs Greet Platform, Farm 
Speakers Win Cheers and Cool- 
idge Gets a Demonstration.

' Special to The New York' Times: 

*“ KANSAS CITY, June 14.—““Will 
the delegates please be seated?” 
asked Senator George H. Moses, the 
Permanent Chairman assigned to 
lead the Republicans to their nomi- 
nee, as he gazed balefully around 
the hall this morning. Four times 
his sturdy New Hampshire fist had 
planted the Utah copper gavel with 
resounding whacks and no one had 
paid the slightest heed. 

The Senator’s jaw jutted as it does 
even when he smiles. He took him- 
self, white flannels, blue serge coat, 
eyeglasses, bushy eyebrows and 
straight shoulders, for a stroll 
around the table. He twisted the 
gavel and his booming voice asked 
the question again. The Senator, 
however, remained among the po- 
litical bullrushes as far as attention- 
attracting went. 

“Will the delegates please be 
seated?”” and his voice was louder 
and louder. 

Out in’ the arena the delegates 
kindly agreed to disentagle em- 
selves from the politica] huddles and 
began meandering back to their 
seats. Perhaps conscious that it was 
all over except the shouting they 
were tardy in. getting to the audi- 
torium and the spectators in the bal- 
conies, the charmed holders of the 
precious tickets, were just as slow. 


Band Labors Earnestly. 


An hour before the show began 
only the band, the hardest working 
aggregation in the hall, was at 


hand. Then the ‘guests’ began 
checking in and things began to 
liven up. Speedily it became appar- 
ent that the day’s attendance was to 
be the largest so far and for the 
first time standees were in place 
back of the seats in the first gallery. 
Manfully contributing its all-import- 
ant share of what enthusiasm there 
was, the band went from one tune to 
another with scant breathing spells 
in between. 

A silken flag, which made its first 
appearance this morning, hung limp- 
ly beside Senator Moses and when 
the movement to seats had been 
completed, and the convention duly 
called to order, the Senator launched 
right out with an allusion to the 
national emblem. Cheers and ap- 
plause, of course. Then he asked 
that al Irise and join in ‘‘The Star- 
Spangled Banner,’’ and the anthem 
was sung stirringly.

Need of Aid Against Smith Is Kept 
in- View—Caucus Will De- 
cide Today.

KANSAS CITY, June 14.—Without 
a candiate from its own »State; the 
New York delegation to.the Republi- 
can National Convention was casting 
about this afternoon for.a likely per- 
son to whom to throw its support for 
the Vice Presidential nomination. 
Representative John Q. Tilson of 
Connecticut, floor leader of the 
House, whose friends had brought 
his case before many of the New 
York delegates, apparently held the 
inside track with the State organi- 
zation leaders.’ Senator Moses of 
New Hampshire, and Senator Edge 
of New Jersey also were being con- 
sidered seriously. 


The decision will’ be reached at a 
meeting of the delegation in the 
President Hotel early tomorrow 
morning before the last session of 
the convention. Whoever may be 
the choice then, all signs indicate 
today that he will be an Easterner. 
Delegate leaders are inclined to dis- 
count the ‘‘farm revolt.’’ 


Expect ‘‘Pivotal Battle’? Here. 


When the New York delegation 
leaders who had turned a cold 
shoulder to Secretary Hoover and 
fought for the renomination of Presi- 
dent Coolidge, succumbed to the 
Hoover sentiment of the convention 
yesterday, they did not_ disguise the 
fact that they expected a ‘‘pivotal 
battle’ in New Yo~k if the Demo- 
crats nominate Governor Smith. Any 
special aid from the make-up. of. the 
national ticket will be welcomed by 
them. 

Consideration has been given, how- 
ever, to representatives of the Middle 
West and the agricultural point of 
view, but the two most ‘likely candi- 
dates, according to the information 
of the organization leaders, appear 
more or less eliminated. 

The delegates understand that Vice 
President Dawes is not altogether ac- 
ceptable to the Hoover chiefs.

record of its accomplishments, and 
asks and awaits @ new vote of con- 
fidence. We-reaffirm-our devotion to 
the Constitution of the United States 
and the principles and institutions of 
‘the American system of representa- 
tive government. | 


NATIONAL. ADMINISTRATION, 


We endorse without qualification 
the record of the Coolidge Adminis- 
tration. 

The record of the Republican 
Party is a record»of advancement 
of the nation. Nominees of Repub- 
lican national conventions have for 
fifty-two of the seventy-two years 
since the creation of our party been 
the Chief Executives of the United 
States. 

Under Republican inspiration ‘and 
largely under Republican Executive 
direction the continent has been 
bound with steel rails,» the oceans 
and great rivers have been joined by 
canals, waterways have been deep- 
ened and widened for ocean com- 
merce and with all a high American 
standard of wages and living has 
been established. 

By unwavering adherence to sound 
principles, through the wisdom of 
Republican policies and the capacity 
of Republican administrations, the 
foundations have been laid and the 
greatness and prosperity of the 
country firmly established.

It has stimulated the 
development of our natural: -re~- 
sources, provided fuller employment 
at higher wages through the promo- 
tion of industrial activity, assured 
thereby the continuance of the ‘far- 
mer’s major market, and further 
raised the standards of living and 
general comfort and well-being of 
our people. The great expansion in 
the wealth of our nation during the 
past fifty years, and particularly in 
the past decade, could not have been 
accomplished without a protective 
tariff nga designed to promote 
the vital interests of all classes. 

Nor, have these manifest behefits 
been restricted to any particular sec- 
tion of the country. They are en- 
joyed throughout the land, either di- 
rectly or indirectly. Their stimulus 
has been: felt in industries, farmin 
sections, trade circles, and communi- 
ties in every quarter. 

... However, we realize that there are 
certain.industries which cannot now 
Successfully..compete with ‘foreign 
preducers because of lower foreign 
wages and a lower cost of living 
abroad, and we pledge the next Re- 
publican Congress to an examination, 
and where necessary, a revision of 
these schedules to the end that Amer- 
ican labor in these industries may 
again command the home market, 
May maintain ‘its standard of living 
and may count upon’ steady employ- 
ment in its accustomed field. 

» Adherence to that policy is essen- 
tial for the continued prosperity of 
Signe epaet © Under it, the. standard 
of living of the American people has 
been raised to the highest levels ever 
known. Its.example has been eager- 
ly followed by the rest of the world, 
whose exper have repeatedly re- 
ported with approval e relation- 
ship of this policy to our prosperity, 
with the-resultant emulation. of. that 
example by other nations. 

A protective tariff is as .vital to 
American ‘agriculture as. it is‘ ‘to 
American manufacturing. The Re- 
Leama Party believes that the 

me’ market, built up. under the 
protective. policy, belongs to the 
American, farmer, and it pledges its 
support of legislation ‘which will give 
this market to him to the full extent 
of. his’ ability to supply it. Agricul- 
turederives large benefits, not only 
directly from the protective duties 
levied, on competitive, farm products 
of foreign origin, but also indirectly 
from the increase in the purchasing 
power of ‘American: workmen § em- 
ployed in industries similarly pro- 
tee These benefits extend also to 
persons engaged in trade, transporta- 
tion and other activities. 

The tariff act of 1922 has justified 
itself in the expansion of our foreign 
trade during the past five years. Our 
domestic exports have increased 
from 3.8 billions of dollars in 1922 ‘to 
4.8 billions in 1927. During the same 
period, imports have increased from 
3.1-billions. to’ 4.4 billions. Contrary 
to the prophesies of its critics, the 
present tariff law has not hampered 
the natural growth in the exporta- 
tion of the products of American 
agriculture; industry and mining, nor 
has it restricted the importation of 
foreign commodities which this ¢oun- 
try can utilize without jeopardizing 
its..economic, structure. 

The United States is the largest 
customer in the world today. If we; 
were not prosperous and able to buy, 
the rest of the world also would suf- 
fer. _It\is inconceivable that Ameri- 
can labor will ever consent to the 
abolition of protection which would 
bring the American standard of liv- 
ing down to the level of that in Eu- 
rope; or that ~the American farmer 
‘eould survive if the enorm6US con- 
suming power of the people.in. this 
country was curtailed and ‘its .mar- 
ket at home, if not destroyed, at 
least seriously impaired. 


FOREIGN DEBTS. 


In accordance with our settled pol- 
icy..and .platform.. pledges,...debt .set-. 





tlement agreements have been ne- 


Ors with the exception of Armenia 
and Russia. That with France re- 
mains as yet unratified. Those with 
Greece ‘and Austria are before the 
Congress for necessary authority. If 
the French debt settlement be in- 
cluded, the total amount funded is 
$11,522,354,000. We have steadfast- 
ly opposed and will continue to op- 
pose cancellation of foreign debts, 

We. have.no desire to be oppressive 
or grasping, but we hold that obliga- 
tions justly incurred should be hon- 
orably discharged. We know of no 
authority which would permit public 
officials, acting as trustees, to shift 
the burden of the war from the 
shoulders of foreign taxpayers to 
those of our own people. We believe 
that the settlements agreed to are 
fair to both the debtor nation and to 
the American taxpayer. Our Debt 
Commission took into full considera- 
tioh the economic condition and re- 
sources. of the debtor nations, and 
were ever mindful that they must be 
ypermitted to preserve and improve 
their economic position, to bring 
their budgets into balance, to place 
their. currencies and finances on a 
sound basis and to improve the 
standard of living of their people. 
Giving full weight to these consid- 
erations, we know of no fairer test 
than ability to pay, justly estimated. 

The people can rely on the Repub- 
lizan Party to adhere to a foreign 
debt policy now definitely established 
and clearly understood both at home 
and ‘abroad. 


SETTLEMENT OF WAR CLAIMS. 


A satisfactory solution has been 
found for the question of war claims, 
Under the act, approved by the 
President on March 10, 1928, a provi- 
sion was made for the settlement of 
war claims of the United States and 
its citizens against the German, Aus- 
trian and Hungarian Governments, 
and of the claims of the nationals of 
these Governments against the 
United States, and for the return to 
its owners of the property seized by 
the Alien Property Custodian during 
the war, in accordance with our tra- 
ditional policy of respect for private 
property. 


FOREIGN POLICIES. 


We approve the foreign policies of 
the Administration of President 
Coolidge. We believe they express 
the will of the American people in 
working actively to build up cordial 
international understanding that will 
make world peace a permanent real- 
ity. We endorse the proposal of the 
Secretary of State for a multilateral 
treaty proposed to the principal pow- 
ers ‘of the ‘world, to be open’ to the 
signatures of all nations, to renounce 
war as an instrument of national pol- 
icy and declaring in favor of pacific 
settlement of international disputes, 
the first step in outlawing war. The 
idea .has, stirred. the. .conscience of 
mankind and gained widespread ap- 
‘proval, both of Governments and of 
‘the people, and’ the conclusion of the 
treaty. will be.acclaimed as the great- 


est single step in history toward the 
conservation of peace. 

In the same endeavor to substitute 
for war the peaceful settlement of in- 
ternational disputes, the Administra- 
tion has concluded arbitration trea- 
ties in a form more definite and 
more inclusive than ever before and 
plans to negotiate similar treaties 
with all countries willing in this 
manner to.define their policy peace- 
fully to. settle justiciable disputes. 
In connection with those, we endorse 
the resolution of the Sixth Pan- 
American Conference held at Ha- 
vana, Cuba, in 1928, which called a 
conference on arbitration and con- 
ciliation.to meet in Washington dur- 
ing the year, and express our earnest 
hope that such conference will great- 
ly further the principles of interna- 
tional arbitration. 

We shall continue to demand the 
‘same respect and protection for the 
persons and property of American 
citizens in foreign countries that we 
cheerfully accord in this’ country to 
the persons and property of aliens. 

The commercial -treaties which we 
have negotiated and those still jin 


on strict justice .among nations, 
‘equaliopportunity for trade and com- 
merce on thei most-favored-nation 
pfintiple and are simplified so as to 
eliminate the danger of misunder- 
standings. The object and the aim 
of ‘the United.States is to further the 


tween natioris with due regard for 
the rights of others in all interna- 
tional. dealings. Out of justice grows 
peace, Justice and _ consideration 
have been and will continue to be 
the inspiration of our nation. 

The record of the Administration 
toward Mexico has been consistently 
friendly and with equal consistency 
have we upheld American rights. 
This firm, and at the same time 
friendly, policy has brought recogni- 
tion of: the inviolability of legally ac- 
quired rights. This condition has 
been reached: without threat or with- 
out bluster, through a calm support 
of the recognized principles of inter- 
nationalilaw*with due regard to the 
rights of a sister sovereign State. 
The Republican Party will continue 
to support American rights in 
Mexico, as:elsewhere in the world, 
and ‘at the same time to promote and 
strengthen friendship and _  confi- 
dence. - 

There has always been, as there al- 
kways will be, a firm friendship with 
Canada. American and Canadian in- 
terests are, in a large measure, 
identical. Our relationship is one of 
fine mutual understanding, and the 
recent exchange Of diplomatic offi- 
cers between the two ‘countries is 
worthy of commendation. 

The'-United States has an especial 
interest in the advancement and 
progress of. all the Latin-American 
countriés. The policy of the Repub- 
lican Party will;always be a policy 
of thorough: friendship and coopera- 
tion. In the case of Nicaragua, we 
fare engaged in/cooperation with the 
Government of that country upon 
the tasic:of assisting to restore and 
maintain peace, order and stability, 
and.in.no way..to infringe upon her 
sovereign rights. The marines now 
in Nicar a.are there to protect 
American lives’ and property and to 
aid in carrying out an agreement 
whereby we have undertaken to do 
what we can to restore and maintain 
order and to insure a fair and free 
election. Our policy absolutely re- 
Pudiates any idea of conquest or ex- 
ploitation; andis actuated solely by 
an- earnest.and.sincere desire to as- 
sist a friendly and neighboring State 
which has appealed *for aid in a 
great emergency. It is ‘the same 
policy the United States has pursued 
in other cases in Central America.

The ‘Republican Party maintains 
the traditional American policy: of 
non-interference in the. political af- 
fairs of other nations. This Govern- 
ment has definitely refused. member- 
ship in the League of Nations and to 
assume any obligations under the 
Covenant of the League. On this 
we stand. 

In. accordance, however, with the 
long-established American practice 
of giving aid and assistance to other 
peoples, we have most ‘usefully as- 
sisted by cooperation in the humani- 
tarian and technical ‘work under- 
taken by the League, without involv- 
ing ourselves in European politics by 
accepting membership. 

The Republican Party has always 
given and will continue to give its 
support to the development of Amer- 
ican foreign trade, which makes for 
domestic prosperity. During this Ad- 
ministration, extraordinary strides 
have been made in opening up new 


markets for American produce and 
manufacture.. Through these foreign 
contacts, a mutually better inter- 
national understanding has been 
reached. which..aids in the main- 
tenance of world peace. 

The Republican Party promises a 
firm and consistent support of Amer- 
ican persons and legitimate Ameri- 
can interests in all parts, of the 
world. This support will never con- 
travene the rights of other nations. 
It will always have in mind and sup- 
port in every way the progressive de- 
velopment of international law, since 
it is through the operation of just 
laws, as well as through the growth 
of friendly understanding, that world 
peace will be made permanent. To 
that end, the Republican Party 
pledges itself to aid and assist in 
the perfection of principles of inter- 
national law and the settlement of 
international disputes. 


CIVIL SERVICE. 


The merit system in Government 
Service originated with and has been 
developed by the Republican Party. 
The great majority of our public ser- 
vice employes are now secured 
through and maintained in the Gov- 
ernment under Civil Service rules. 
Steps have already been taken by 
the Republican Congress to make the 
service more attractive as to wages 
and retirement. privileges, and we 
commend what has been done, as a 
step in the right direction. 


AGRICULTURE. 


The agricultural problem is na- 
tional in scope and, as such, is recog- 
nized by the Republican Party, which 
pledges its strength and energy to 
the solution of the same. Realizing 
that many farmers are facing prob- 
lems more difficult than those which 
are the portion of many other basic 
industries, the party is anxious to 
aid in every way possible. Many of 
our farmers are still going through 
readjustments, a relic of the years 
directly following the great war. All 
the farmers are being called on to 
meet new and perplexing conditions 
created by foreign competition, the 
complexities of domestic marketing, 
labor problems and a steady increase 
in local and State taxes. 

The general depression in a great 
basic industry inevitably reacts upon 
the conditions in the country as a 
whole and cannot be ignored. It is 
a matter of. satisfaction that the de- 
sire to help in the correction of ag- 
ricultural, wrongs ,and. conditions is 
not confined to any one section of 
our .country..or.any.-particular group. 

The Republican Party and the Re- 
publican Administration, particularly 
during the .last five years, have set- 
tled many of the most distressing 
problems as they have arisen, and 
the achievements in aid of ricul- 
ture are properly a part of this rec- 
ord. The Republican Congresses 
have been most responsive the 
matter’of agricultural appropriations, 
not only to nieet-crop emergenties,: 
but for the exténsion and develop- 
ment of thé activities of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 

The protection. of the American 

farmer against foreign farm compe- 
tition and foreign trade practices has 
been vigorously carried on by the De- 
peenenr of State.

MINING. 


The money value of the mineral 
products of the country is second 
only to ‘agriculture.

The nation suffers as a whole from 
my, disturbance in the securing of 
any one of these minerals, and par- 
ticularly when the coal supply is af- 
fected. The mining industry has al- 
ways been self-sustaining, but we 
believe that the Government should 
make every effort to aid the indus- 
try by protection by removing any 
restrictions which may be hampering 
its development, and by increased 
technical and economic research in- 
vestigations which are necessary for 
its welfare and normal development. 
The party is anxious, hopeful ard 
willing to assist in any feasible plan 
for the stabilization of the coal min- 
ing industry which will work with 
justice to the mifiers, consumers and 
producers.. 


HIGHWAYS. 


Under the Federal Aid Road act, 
adopted by the Republican Congress 
in 1921 and supplemented by gen- 
erous appropriations each year, road 
construction has made greater ad- 
vancement than for many decades 
previous. Improved highway con- 
ditions is a gauge of our rural de- 
velopments*and our commercial ac- 
tivity.

HiS PATRIOTISM IN WAR 


Friends Say He Ignored Oppor- 
tunities for Riches to Be 
- Of Service. 


MADE FOOD ADMINISTRATOR 


Then Harding Named Him Secre- 
tary of Commerce—Directed 
Migsissipp! Flood Relief. 


Herbert Clark Hoover is 54 years 
old. He was born on Aug. 10, 1874, 
in the small_ Quaker -community of 
West. Branch, Cédar--County, : Iowa. 
He is a Quaker, and comes from an 
old Colonial family which settled in 
Maryland in pre-Revolutionary. days, 
and later moved westward as pio- 
neers in covered wagons. 

It was as a pioneer upon the fron- 
tiers, of civilization, a mining engi- 
neer devéloping the natural resources 
of remote places in the world—West- 
ern Australia, China, Russia—that 
Mr.. Hoover received the administra- 
tive experience which he has de- 
voted to public sérvice during the 
past fourteen years. Ever since the 
beginning of the World War, which 
found Mr. Hoover in London helping 
stranded Ameficans réturn to their 
native country, he has given. himself 
to the welfare of others, in food re- 
lief in Belgium before the United 
States entered the war, -as United 
States Food Administrator from 1917 
to 1919, in food relief in Eastern and 
Central Europe and Russia after the 
war, and in relief of the Mississippi 
flood sufferers in 1927. He has been 
Secretary of Commerce since 1921, 
when President Harding appointed 
him to the Cabinet. - 

Both in his public career and his 
private business’ life, he has stood 
out pre-eminently as an administra- 
tor, and it is upon this distinguish- 
ing characteristic that his friends 
base their belief that he is qualified 
to become a really great President. 
He is one of the few successful busi- 
ness men who have turned to poll- 
tics and government in the prime of 
life, introducing methods of business 
efficiency, standardization and econ- 
omy into public -office, and encoun- 
tering success in politics: comparable 
with his success ig business. Many 
successful business men in the past 
have failed when they have turned 
to public life, but Mr: Hoover’s. 
friends point to him as an exemplar 
of what business can give to govern- 
ment. Until now he has never been 
@ candidate for elective office, al- 
though his friends urged him upon 
the Republican Party in 1920. 


Human Qualities Overshadowed. 


Mr. Hoover became such a legen- 
dary figure of almost impersonal] ef- 
ficiency. during the.war that few per- 
sons, perhaps, realize the human 
qualities’ of the man and of his early 
life--It is not widely known, for in- 
stance, that his father was a black- 
smjth and that both his father and 
mother died when he was a boy, leav- 
ing him an orphan at the age of 9, to 
be brought up by relatives in modest 
circumstances, and to-work his own 
way through school and college. 

His father, Jesse’ Clark. Hoover, 
died when Herbert. Hoover was 6 
years old. His mother, Huldah Min- 
thorn: Hoover, lived three years 
longer, supporting her family of 
three children by taking in sewing. 
She was a lay preacher in the 
Quaker communities of Iowa, and 
like her husband, came from an old 
Colonial family of Quakers. 

When Herbert Hoover was 11 years 
old, he was sent to Newberg, Ore., a 
Guaker colony founded by his ma- 
ternal uncle, Dr. John Minthorn, a 

hysician. He made part of the trip 
fn an emigrant train with a friend of 
the family, but completed the jour- 
ney alone on a river steamer in care 
of the captain. . 

Even at that early age he began to 
earn his:own living. He did chores 
on his uncle’s farm..and then, when 
Dr. Minthorn established an acad- 
emy at Newberg, he worked in the 
school to pay for his_ education. 
When he was 14, his uncle moved to 
Salem, Ore., to establish a business 
in fatming and mi developments, 
and (Herbert went along as his of- 
fice boy. ~~ pasar p on ae 6 « 

This determined his career. He 
met a mining engineer in his uncle’s 
office, who opened up for. him the 
possibilities of his own profession 
and persuaded him to enter Stanford 
University in Palo Alto, Cal., when 
it opened its doors in 1891. He was 
then 17 years old. 

Failed in Entrance Tests. 


His formal education at this time 
was scanty, and he failed in his en- 
trance examinations. Fortunately, a 


sympathetic professor realized the. 


situation and helped him to make up 
his work by special tutoring.. He en- 
tered the Department of Geology- and

After Mr, Hoover received his uni-

an assistant engineer with the United 
States Geological Survey, inspecting 
the mines, water sources and forests 
of the West. He took this for prac- 
tical experience and soon gave it up 
to seek employment with a commer- 
cial company. He tried to get an ap- 
pointment on the technical staff of a 
mining pega f but found a preju- 
dice against college men which kept 
him from realizing his immedia 
ambition. 


He was obliged to take a job as an 
ordinary. laborer, operating a drill, 
shoveling ore and pushing a hand 
car, in a gold mine at Nevada City, 
in the Grass: Valley of California. He 
received $2.50 a day, saved part of it, 
and acquired practical experience. 
Then he went to San Francisco and 


‘asked Louis Janin, then the leading 


mining engineer of the West, for a 
job.. Mr.-Janin gave it to him, and 
sent him out on field work in Cali- 
fornia, Nevada, Arizona and 
Mexico mining properties. 

This was the foundation of his suc- 
cessful business career. His effi- 
ciency made such an impression 
tn Mr. Janin that when gold was 
discovered in Western Australia and 
a big British firm with international 
interests asked Mr. Janin to recom- 
mend somebody to introduce Ameri- 
can mining methods in its Australian 
properties, he recommended Hoover. 
The young engineer was then only 
24 years old, but received a salary 
of $7,500 a year and expenses. 

Within a year he was making $15,- 
000 a year, and was managing suc- 
cessful mining properties in Austra- 
lia, but he left to accept a post from 
the. old Imperial ‘Government of 
China as diréctor of its-Department 
of Mines, to develop the coal and 
iron resources of the country. This 
was in 1899. Before going to China, 
he returned to California, married 
Miss Henry, and took her to Peking 
with him. 


First Relief Work in China. 


Mr. and Mrs. Hoover were living 
in the foreign quarter at Tientsin 
when it was besieged by. the native 
soldiery in the Boxer uprising of 
1900. The settlement was under bom- 
bardment and rifle fire for-a month, 
and the Hoovers assisted the inter- 
national authorities in its defense. 
Here Mr. Hoover did his first food 
relief work. It: was on a small scale 
compared to his relief operations dur- 
ing and after the World War, but in 
feeding thousands of Chinese refu- 
gees Mr. Hoover laid the basis for 
his work in feeding. millions of Eu- 
ropeans after 1914. 

e fall of the Chinese Imperial 
Government ended Mr. Hoover’s of- 
ficial. status in China, but he: was en- 
gaged by a group of British, German 
and Belgian bondholders to survey 
the condition of a large mining, rail- 


way and shipping concern ‘on the: 


China coast which was in default on 
its bond payments because of the 
chaotic conditions in China. 


was called back to China in 1901 to 
reorganize the same company. 

In 1902 Mr. Hoover became a junior 
partner of the large engineering firm 
of Bewick, Moering ‘& Co., with’ of- 
fices in London,: New York, San 
Francisco, Australia and other parts 
of the world. In 1907 he set himself 
up as an ‘engineer in independent 
practice, with headauarters in New 
York-and-San Francisco. and with of- 
fices in London, Russia and else- 
where. _ i cians 

During this period he was engagéd 
as a consulting engineer in large 
mining, railway and metallurgical 
projects in many parts of the world 
He developed railways and metal 
works in Burma, copper mines in 
the Ural Mountains, mines of various 
kinds in the United States, Mexico, 
Alaska and Australia, and was exec- 
utive engineer of companies that em- 
ploved 175,000 men at the beginning 
of the war. 


Organized Aid at Fage’s Request. 


When the war started he happened 
to be in*London as an emissary of 
the 1915 Panama-Pacific Exposition 
in San Francisco seeking to arrange 
industrial and governmental exhibits 
from ~-Huropean countries. At the 
request of the late Walter Hines 
Page, then our Ambassador in Lon- 
don, he organized and became Chair- 
man of: theAmerican Relief Com- 
mittee;-which assisted 200,000 Ameri- 


can tourists stranded in various parts 
of Europe because of the suspension 
of bank payments and the disloca- 
tion of transportation and communi- 
cation that accompanied the out- 
break of the war. - 

It was the efficient way in which 
Mr. Hoover solved this problem that 


brought him to the attention of the 


world as an administrator. Will 
Irwin, in his book, ‘“‘Herbert-Hoover: 
a Reminiscent Biography,” published 
by the Century Company, treats of 
this phase of his career as follows: 

“This was the first time that those 
friends who were not also his busi- 
ness associates saw Hoover at work, 
Compared to his big engineering en- 


terprises, I know now, it was almost | in

However, shipping to 
carry American troops and munition 
was a vital, primary necessity. And 
a freighter could transport three 
cargoes of grain from our ports to 
Europe in the time it took to carry 
one cargo from Australia and the 
Argentine. In a letter to the. Presi- 
dent, Hoover reviewed this situation, 
stated his opinion that the prices 
which the allied. buyers offered were 
unjust. to. the. American producer, 
recommended appointment of a com- 
mission, with. farmers in the 
majority,.to determine a fair price,’’ 

Mr. Irwin ‘goes on to recall that 
President Wilson appointed. eleven 
men representing all the interests af- 
fected. by :the price of wheat—two 
labor leaders; six. farm association 
executives, two economists and. one 
business man—who settled on $2.20 
a bushel for the basic grade. He 
calls it ‘‘a campaign lie’’. that Mr. 
Hoover had anything to do with this 
decision, and quotes President Wil- 
sén’s announcement as saying that 
“Mr. Hoover,.at his express wish, 
has taken no part in the delibera- 
tions of the committee on whose 
recommendations I determined ‘the 
Government’s fair price, nor has he 
in any way intimated an opinion re- 
garding that price.’’ 

During America’s participation in 
the war Mr. Hoover not only enlisted 
most of the non-combatant pula- 
tion of the United States under the 
banner of ‘‘Food will win the war!”’

Helped to Feed Post-War Europe. 
After the armistice Mr. Hoover re- 

turned to Europe at President Wil- 

son’s request and took charge of the 


‘|\feeding of millions of persons in 


Eastern and Central Europe. He be- 
came chief executive of the Supreme 
Economic Council, and organized the 
American Relief Commission; which 
brought America’s surplus food to 
the starving millions of Europe, and 


‘| saved 6,000,000 children from want of 


food,: clothing and shelter. 
He came back to America in 1919, 


‘|but the food situation again became |». 
acute in Europe in the Winter of 


1920, and he was again called upon 
to administer relief for millions in 
Poland, Czechoslovakia, Germany, 
Austria, Estonia, Finland, Latvia, 
Lithuania and Yugoslavia. Amon 

the méasures with which he finance 

this work was his food draft system, 
whereby people in this and other 
countries purchased drafts for which 
food was supplied to specified ‘rela- 
tives and friends in. Europe, He’ ex- 
pended more than _ $100,000,000 in 
these post-war relief projects. 

In 1921, the same year in which 
President Harding appointed him 
Secretary of Commerce, Mr. ver 
was called upon to relieve the fam- 
ine in Russia, which was due to the 
failure of crops and the demoraliza- 
tion of industry and agriculture after 
the Bolshevist revolution. 

The American Relief Administra- 
tion under Mr. Hoover’s direction 
rushed more. than $70,000,000 worth 
of food into Russia, and conducted 
an energetic health campaign to off- 
set the effects of previous starvation 
and want. It continued until 1923 
to take care of millions of starving 
and homeless children. 

As Secretary of: Commerce, Mr. 
Hoover, reorganized his department 
of the Government and has _ been 
credited with greatly increasing its 
practical usefulness to the business 
men_and industrialists of America. 
He organized the unemployment con- 
ference in the 1921 business depres- 
sion, and conducted relief work for 
the 5,000,000 persons out of work 
that Winter. e hes also served as 
a member of the War Debt Commis- 
sion, and was @ member of the 
ae bao for the Disarm- 
ament ference in 1921.

His policy as Secretary of Com- 
merce has been to expand the 


fordign trade of thé United States, 


to eliminate waste in the production 
and distribution of industrial prod- 
ucts, and to standardize such prod- 
ucts if the interests of both quality 
and economy. ; : 

Last year he had another.oppor- 
tunity to display his talent in ad- 
ministering relief work. At the time 
of the Mississippi flood President 
Coolidge assigned him to this relief 
work, and he took personal charge 
of the situation, making a trip of 
inspection over the ed aréa and 
providing many. hundreds of thou- 
sands peo with food, shelter 
and clothing, - : 

Since his return from the war and 
post-war activities of Europe he has 
also exercised his ability for improv- 
ing. child welfare by’ organizing the 
American: Child Health Association, 
of which he. is: President, to coordi- 
nate the work of organizations inter- 
ested in this field.

As Food Administrator.

WILKINS THINKS bind 
IS NOT IN DIRE PERIL 


Explorer Explains Difficalt and 
Unpleasant Conditions on Ice 
Floes Just Now. 





By SIR HUBERT WILKINS. 
Wireless to Tam New Yore Truzs. 
LONDON, June 14.—The position 
of the Italia survivors is both diffi- 
cult and unpleasant, but not neces- 
sarily dangerous. 
Their circumstances, I think, *are 
about as awkward as they could be. 


While they are not far enough from}, 


shore to be safe—as they might be 
on ice more or less stable—they are 
too distant from shore to be easily 
rescued. 

Their world’ is at the Simend one 
of the chips floating on the water. 
Sometimes :the: chips ceme’ together, 
sometimes they separate, sometimes 
they pile on top of one another and 
sometimes they are submerged. 


They vary in size. Some are as big | 


as a room, others as big as Central 
‘Park. Their color at this time of year 
is a dirty yellowish ‘white, due to 
the decomposition of vegetable mat- 
ter and marine organisms in the sea. 
The surface will be covered with soft 
slushy snow, on which it is impos- 
sible to lie down. 

Through the snow yellowish mat- 
ter oozes. If they try to sleep they 
will find themselves in hour or two 
surrounded by a pool of water. Prob- 
ably they will have to snatch their 
rest during the warmth of noonday 
and walk up and down to keep their 
blood circulating when the tempera- 
ture, gets lower. 

If they had guns,. seal spears or 
close-meshed fishing nets they might 
occupy themselves with getting fresh 
food. Without these things they are 


k| so far helpless, unless any of them 


is familiar with the Eskimo methods 
of catching seals alive. :

Walker decorated the recipients and 
made a different speech with each 
presentation. The. seven who. died. in 
performance of duty in 1927 were 
represented by their widows, sisters 
or mothers; and it was to thésé rep- 
resentatives that the Mayor spoke 
with’ the most fervor. 

The thirteen members of the force 
wh6 have ‘‘done deeds.of conspicu- 
ous bravery during the year 1927” 
came to the Aldermanic Chambers in 
City Hall shortly after three o’clock. 
They were led. by Commissioner 
Warren, who told the: Mayor what 
each man had done to deserve’ an 
award. The Commissioner also pref- 
aced each presentation to a widow 
or a mother with a recital of the 
heroism that brought about pos- 
thumous recognition, and the Mayor 
continued when Mr. Warren ceased 
speaking. 

Mayor Comforts Relatives. 


‘It is very difficult,’’ the Mayor 
said, ‘‘to find a word to say to our 
womenfolk from which they will be 
able to take any comfort. I know I 
have not the necessary words at: my 
command, and I don’t think anyone 
has. But there must have been more 


compensation and happy comfort 
and pride in having had, even for 
so short a time, these men of won- 
derful characters who gave up their 
lives for their fellow citizens.

They attacked the police and Gen- 
eral Fu’s plainclothes men near the 
station with rifles, pistols, grenades 
and even axes in their endeavor to 
retake an armored train. 

The police, who. barricaded them- 
selves in the water works compound, 
replied to the fire with six trench 
mortars, immediately throwing the 
city into confusions _ Many shells 

dropped inside the foreign conces- 
sions and one Chinese servant in- 
side the Japanese miltary headquar- 
ters was killed, 

The situation was made more com- 
a vp ee when troops of General 

Chen-wu opened fire on the 
Shatin with an artillery battery 
from Tachan , two kilometers dis- 
tant... Despite the nearness of the 
big guns, there was only one direct 
hit on the station, the rest of the 
shells striking the native city and 
killing an unknown number of Chi- 
nese. 


Fu Fears More Trouble. 


. General Fu -Tso-yi feels insecure 
this evening, fearing that an untold 
number of Northerners hiding here 
in plain clothes’ since their leaders 
turned the city over to the Shansi 
forces a few days ago may rise an‘ 
disarm his guards and police. . Re- 
enforcements are now en route from 
Peking, 20,000 being expected here 
tomorrow. 

Traffic on the Haiho from here, to 
u was carried on as usual to- 
day and there were no ships fired 
upon. Telegraphic communication 
between here and Peking ;was re- 
stored this morning, but the authori- 
ties declare that i ” will be:at least 
five days until the railway opens. 
Today is the twelfth on which there 
have been no trains from Peking.

few hundred and they mostly.disap- 
peared before dawn, but they were 
sufficient to cause a night of terror 
among the Chinese.

PAI FAVORS. TAKING 
MANCHURIA AT ONCE 


Ualess Chans's Aides loin Saath 
-He Would Push Civil War Into 


the Northern Provinces.

PEKING, June 12 (Delayed) .—Gen- 


eral Pai Chung-hsi, Kwangsi com- 
mander from ‘ankow, who entered 
Peking with 2,000 Hunan troops and 
todk possession ‘of Yang Yu-ting’s 
palace here today, has asked the 
friendly sympathy of the foreign 
powers for the Nationalist Govern- 
ment; which; he said, was... ucing 
bravely the difficult task of eradicat- 
ing communism from China. 

Pai Chung-hsi declared that the 
rest of the world did not realize that 
thé Ktomintang, or National politi- 
cal organization, was now a staunch 
bulwark against the spread of com- 
munism over the Far East. He de- 
clared that the enormous armies now 
rolling into and over the Province of 
Chihli..would—be..retained .here.until 
the question of the ownership of 
Manchuria was settled. 

He insisted that Marshal Chang 
Tso-lin, erstwhile Northern Dictator 
[whose death has since been re- 
ported] would never be driven into 
the Kuomintang, but that if the 
younger Liberal leaders of the Feng- 
tien Party would oust the old Gen- 
eral and swear allegiance to the Na- 
tionalists, they might be entrusted 
with handling the Manchurian sit- 
uation. 

If these Generals do not join the 
South, Pai favors pushing the vic- 
tory by an .immediate campaign 
north of the Great Wall. 

“At our first attack the Man- 
churian armies wil] scatter like dead 
leaves before the ‘rising wind,’? Pai 
declared. 

[Under Chang ‘Tso-lin Manchuria 
has been virtually a.separate State 
and not part of China proper.] 

The Peking-Hankow Railway is 
now functioning for military use 
from the Yangtse to within twenty 
miles of Peking for the first time 
in twenty-one months. Peking has 
now been ten days without trains on 
the Tientsin line. Motor transporta- 
tion of mails has been broken for 
the last three days.

NEW YORK TWICE IN LEAD 


Has -2-Run Margin Till Eighth, 
When Fitzsimmons Falters and 
Pittsburgh Ties Count.

It being Flag Day and that sort of 
thing, the pesky Pirates decided that 
their banner bearing the skull and 
crossbones ought to be .flapping. in 
the breezes yesterday at the Polo 
Grounds.

Rickard officially re- 
vealed his scale of prices for the 
world’s heavyweight championship 
bout between Gene Tunney, the 
titleholder, and Tom -Heenéy, New 
Zealand challenger, coincidental with 
the beginning of training by: Heeney 
here on the 600-acre Rumson Farm 
Kennels of Raymond Hoagland to- 
day. The admission.prices.ior.the 
struggle at the Yankee Stadium on 
-the night of July 26 will range from 
_ $5.to $49, including tax, according to 
the price scale Rickard said he, will 
submit to the State Athletie Com- 
mission at its meeting Tuesday..The 
capacity of the Yankee Stadium for 
the fight, Rickafd said, will be be- 
tween 96,000 and. 97,000, and, the 
ross receipts will.reach $2,400,000 if 
the entire ticket supply is disposed of. 

Rickard’s announcement.came af- 
ter a succession of, conferences with 
his legal advisers. He was reer 
upon to diseard his original plan to 
charge a $45 maximum .admission, 
incliding tax, and to reject a plan to 
establish a maximum admission 
charge of $40, exclusive of tax, and 
let the spectator pay a $10 tax under 
the revised Federal Revenue. law 
Which saddles boxing with a 25 per 
cent. tax. 

Rickard: pointed out that the:scale 
of prices ranging from $5 to $40, is 
one of the lowest he has ever adopted 
for an outdoor heavyweight cham- 
pionship battle, being surpassed only 
by. the Tunney-Dempsey battle of 
1826 in Philadelphia, when $27.50 was 
the price for ringside seats. The 
promoter’s intermediate prices will 
be $10, $15, $20 $25 and $30. The net 
return to the promoter:on a. $40 
ticket, with the 25 per cent. Federal 
tax eliminated and a State tax of 5 
per cent. subtracted, will be $30.40 
Rickard estimated his net returns on 
tickets at other prices, as follows: 
$30 ticket, $21; $25 ticket; $17.50; $20 
ticket, $14; $15 ticket, $10.50; $10 
ticket, $7; $5 ticket, $4.32. 

‘‘By charging $40 for ringside seats 
and letting the fight fan pay an addi- 
tional $10 for the Federal tax, I have 
been advised I would be operating 
as an agent of the Government in 
collecting tax, and this is not desir- 
able,’’ said Rickard. 

The scale was fixed by Rickard in 
the expectation that there may be a 
refund when his lawyers test the 
constitutionality of the 25 per cent. 
tax in tne courts. 

Rickard introduced an innovation 
in boxing ballyhoo when he trans- 
ported a group of boxing writers 
and photographers to Heeney’s 
cam on the promoter’s yacht 
Maxine, manned by Captain Jim 
Brown and a crew of five. A shore 
dinner at Atlantic Highlands pre- 
ceded the sail up the Shrewsbury 
to Heeney’s camp, where the train- 
ing grind was inaugurated with an 
eight-round drill while a crowd of 
close to 1,000 looked on, among them 
being Mayor Charles. P. Cross. The 
workout consisted of a round of rope 
skipping, two rounds. at punching 
the light bag, a round of shadow box- 
ing, and two rounds of sparring each 
against.

Sisler never had a chance in 
Washington. .He was given to understand that Judge 
was Washington’s first baseman, and he was relegated 
to the bench, thereby destroying the confidence he so 
sorely needed after the unfortunate trouble he expe- 
rienced. He is playing for Hornsby because Hornsby 
will pat him on the back and encourage him instead 
of ‘criticizing him. 

“Carl Mays’s unfortunate ‘beaning’ of Ray Chap- 
man partially unnerved him for American League 
play, encountering, as he did, the ‘riding’ of Ameri- 
can League fans and players regarding the accident.

If all those questions in that letter aren’t merely 
rhetorical,- here are a few offhand answers: 

It’s practically no trouble at all—in fact, it’s a posi- 
tive pleasure—to deny that four clubs in the National 
League have definitely stronger pitching staffs than 
the Yankees, Brooklyn has a greater number of good 
pitchers, but no. three pitchers in Brooklyn uniforms 
are any. better than Pennock, Hoyt and Pipgras of 
the well-known Yankees. Nor can any other club in 
National League boast of a more effective trio. It’s 
the opinion in many. conservative corners that if the 
St. Louis Cardinals had three pitchers as good as 
these Yankee hurlers, the tight National League race 
would loosen up considerably in a month or so. 


“You cannot question the fact..that the National 
League on the whole has been producing superlative 
pitchers, much better than those produced in the 
American League.” 

Is that so? Why, it’s no trick at all to question a 
“fact”? like that. A really rabid American League 
fan would do more than question a ‘‘fact’’ like that; 
he’d fairly throttle it. 

According to W. C. G., the National League has just 
as many good hitters as the American League, and 
far better pitchers. Then why hasn’t this superiority 
been put on record in world’s series competition? 

It is still the opinion of this observer that the two 
big leagues are about equal in general strength and 
that the Yankees are a great team.

YACHTING TROPHY 


Again Defeats Yale and Harvard 
in That-Order to Gain Leg 
on May Cup. 


THIRD RACE UNNECESSARY 


Victors Have 3: 50 Margin Over Eli— 
Harvard 59 Seconds Behind Yale 
—Salling Weather Poor.

SOUTHPORT, Conn., June 14.— 
With -the able and. experienced 
Arthur Knapp Jr. of Bayside, L. I.; 
at the helm, the yachting crew rep- 
resenting Princeton University de- 
feated Yale and Harvard off here 
today in a regatta held under the 
auspices of the Pequot Yacht Club. 
Princeton came home far in front 
and with its victory of the day be- 
fore, amassed a sufficient total of 
points to obviate the necessity of a 
third race. 

Yale, with John King of Chicago 
as skipper, breezed home second and 
again led Harvard, captained by 
John Valentine. The ‘Biue was 3 min- 
utes and 50 seconds to the rear of 
Princeton and the Crimson, aided by 
a fine spurt on the last leg, trailed 
the Yale boat by 59 seconds, picking 
up almost two minutes after passing 
the second marker. 

Sailing weather. was extremely 

oor. After waiting for nearly two 

ours for a breath of wind in the 
morning, the boats finally got off to 
a start but before they reached the 
first marker the little breeze there 
was fell off completely. 


First Attempt Fails. 


The committee, headed’ by Hugh 
M. Wharton, decided to call off the 
race much to the chagrin of Skipper 
Knapp, who again was far out in 
front. of Yale and Harvard. The 
course had been cut down to 6.9 
miles. 

Sailing W. -Gutterson’s Banga- 
lore, one of tacée eight meter Nor- 
wegian importations used in the race 
and owned by Pequot members, 
Knapp got off to a big lead on this 
attempt. He was off to a flying 
start which left the other contestants 
dead at the line. Yale got away sec- 
ond and Harvard third, the same 
order that prevailed until the craft 
became becalmed. The boats were 
towed back to the starting line and 
just then a light wind out of the 
southwest enabled them to get off 


ae victory gave Princeton the 
first of three legs necessary to win 
the cup presented by George Oliver 
May, a member of the local club. 
They captured a set of individual 
prizes in the form of silver ash trays 
donated by F. T. Bedford, another 
member. Should enough interest be 
aroused, the donor intends to offer a 
perpetual trophy and enlarge the 
field of competition.

HERBERT HOOVER has won the Re- 
publican nomination for the Presi- 
dency by merit. If it be said that a 
part of this merit consisted in. the 
creation of a highly efficient politi- 
cal machine, it need not be denied. 
To be a dextrous politician has not 
hitherto been regarded as a disquali- 
fication for the Presidency. In Mr. 
Hoover’s case this particular display 
ef practical skill in politics caused 
the surprise of the unexpected. But 
to a public man and a candidate it 
is certainly an asset to have shown 
that he knows how to seize the 
happy skirts of circumstance when 
the chance to do so is put before 
him. Whatever else may be said of 
Secretary Hoover’s fight for the 
nomination, it-was a masterly per- 
formance. Perhaps the best evidence 
of this is the number of chagrined 
and chopfallen politicians of much 
longer and higher standing than his 
who with amazement beheld his 
steady march to victory over their 
heads. 

Quite apart from this revelation 
of Mr. HOOVER as a resourceful poli- 
tician, the real basis of his advance- 
ment is the indisputable record of 
his ability and achievement. In his 
rise we see most of the romantic 
elements of the old American tradi- 
tion. He fought his way upward 
without a single adventitious aid. 
Whatever he won was due to his 
brain power, energy and character. 
His mind was finely trained into an 
instrument of engineering precision 
long before the World War revealed 
his exceptional talents to his fellow- 
countrymen. The reputation which 
Mr. HOovER thus conquered has been 
strengthened and consolidated by his 
public services since 1919. He is be- 
fore the country today as a man 
whose experience has shown him to 
be peculiarly fitted to become the 
head of our Government. He has an 
uncommon knowledge of our chief 
national affairs and problems, and 
knows how to apply his intellect to 
them. In addition he has a range 
of knowledge, derived from personal 
contact, of foreign countries and 
our relations with them which few 
men in our history have been able to 
bring with them to the Presidency. 

This must be a source of relief or 
satisfaction to those who have been 
watching with solicitude the long 
and slow process of the choice of a 
Presidential candidate by the Re- 
publican Party. After President 
CooLIncGe and Mr. HUGHES had 
taken themselves voluntarily out of 
the contest, the opponents of Mr. 
Hoover had no one to pit against 
him who could rival him in the main 
factors of availability and popular 
appeal.

THE PLATFORM. 


Who can tread water long in such 
an ocean of words? Let us do the 
best we can. Every progress and 
prosperity in the last fifty years 
was accomplished “under Repub- 
lican inspiration.” _American wel- 
fare at home and abroad depends 
upon the Republican Party, includ- 
ing “this great public peace of 
mind,” which will be lost if the 
Republicans be put out. The usual 
paean, though there is much dis- 
turbance of mind at Kansas City. 
The unqualified endorsement of Mr. 
COOLIDGE’s Administration is the 
essential part of the platform. In 
finance, tax reduction, economy— 
growing a little shaky of late—his 
and Republican strength are chiefly 
found. The hymn to the tariff is as 
affecting as ever, but even the Ford- 
ney-McCumber masterpiece must be 
revised. 

The next Republican Congress, if 
there is one, is to take up and, 
“where necessary,” to revise the 
schedules in “certain industries” 
that cannot make a living against 
foreign competition. This is charm- 
ingly indefinite, as are the promises 
to the farmer to give him more pro- 
tection against foreign farm prod- 
ucts. The familiar homily is ad- 
dressed to him on his blessings 
under the tariff. There seems to be 
a curious incredulity among farm- 
ers about this boon. Mr. COOLIDGE’S 
foreign policies are recited and 
praised. “‘ We” must keep out of the 
League of Nations and can approach 
it only on the side, by humanitarian 
and technical cooperation. The sop 
to labor is of the scantiest, but what 
does labor need so long as it has the 
tariff? Injunctions in labor cases 
“have in some instances been abused 
“and have given rise to a serious 
“ question for legislation.” That is 
an epoch-making discovery. 

It is like enough that the some- 
what thick utterance on prohibition 
will interest more persons than any- 
thing else. WASHINGTON and LIN- 
COLN supported the Constitution, as 
some of us may have heard. So 
does Senator BorAH. And “ the Re- 
“publican Party pledges itself and 
“its nominee to the - observance 
“and vigorous:enforcement” of the 
Eighteenth Amendment. This means 
and must have been meant to mean 
nothing whatever, except that the 
Republican Party is not in favor of 
a repeal of which there is at present 
no chance. The Volstead act is not 
a@ part of the Constitution. It is a 
statute that can be changed into 
common sense whenever a Congress 
gets the courage. In the opinion of 
multitudes it is an absurd perver- 
sion and extension of the amend- 
ment. By implication the Republi- 
cans identify the law they dare not 
name with the amendment. 

“ Vigorous enforcement” is only a 
threadbare phrase. It may satisfy 
the Drys. What will count most, 
probably, with the voters is the per- 
sonal attitude of the candidates. Mr. 
HOOVER is more of a Dry than his 
party. He is not only against re- 
peal of the amendment, but “ for the 
“efficient, vigorous and sincere en- 
“forcement of the laws enacted 
“thereunder.” To him prohibition is 
“a great social and economic ex- 
“ periment, noble in.motive and far- 
“reaching in purpose. It must be 
“ worked out constructively.” 

The “plank” on honest Govern- 
ment is milder than milk. No in- 
delicate naming of names. DOHENY 
or SINCLAIR might have written it 
with a grin. Every Democratic 
spelibinder will “‘ have fun with it.” 
The agricultural relief ©“ plank,” 
about which so many tempers and 
80 much sleep were lost in the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions and which was 
so tempestuously fought over in the 
convention, is a pretty dry bone: “It 
was impossible to accept the equali- 
zation fee after unqualified approval 
of the Administration. There is an 
attempt to reason with “the farm- 
er.” He is told what the Repub- 


licans have done for him, including 


the marvelous help given by the 
flexible tariff. What are the Repub- 
licans going to do for him? They 


serve him with a lot of I. O. U.’s— 
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reorganization of the marketing sys- 
tem, temporary Federal aid “ where | in: 
diversification is needed,” a Federal 
Farm Board to boost farm market- 
ing, farmer owned and controlled 
stabilization ‘associations to control 
surpluses, and so on: 

The Republicans yearn for a Fed- 
eral organization ‘“‘for cooperative 
“and orderly marketing. of farm 
“ products,” but “without putting 
the Government into business.” The 
howl of the distressed farmers is 
rather confusing, but they have been 
represented as resolved to put the 
Government into business or the 
Republicans out of business. The 
differences on methods of farm re- 
lief were irreconcilable. -It was im- 
possible to gloze.or refine them 
away. 


TRAFFIC REGULATION IN 
CALIFORNIA. 


San Francisco has been strictly 
enforcing the traffic rules respect- 
ing pedestrians as well as motorists. 
Speeders have’ been given jail sen- 
tences. Jay-walkers have been fined. 
While the offenders have been bitter 
in protest, the community as a 
whole approves. It is reported that 
following a single day’s round-up of 
speeders the traffic court was idle. 
The day after ninety-four pedes- 
trians were fined every walker in 
San Francisco was careful to 
“watch his step.” 

In San Francisco there is a 
special traffic system. Despite the 
effort made by engineers and traf- 
fic experts to improve New York’s 
method, and despite the fact that in 
many respects it is suited to the 
peculiarities of Manhattan’s confor- 
mation, it is far from satisfactory. 
Up and down town traffic is, in the 
main, well handled. But crosstown 
traffic, notwithstanding the en- 
deavor to coordinate and to “‘stag- 
ger” lights, is still distressingly 
cumbersome. Parking has caused so 
much congestion that delays are 
often excessive. Left turns still 
menace pedestrians crossing with 
the lights. « Pedestrians crossing 
against the signals menace traffic, 
delay it and needlessly endanger life. 

California has made much of 
its motoring opportunities. Certain 
through-traffic streets are made 
“boulevards ” on which traffic has 
the right of way except at intersec- 
tions with other main arteries, where 
the light signal is used. All cars 
approaching the boulevards, except 
on streets where the signals work, 
must come to a full stop, even if 
they intend only to execute a right 
turn. In the districts controlled by 
traffic lights pedestrians may not 
cross against the traffic. The sig- 
nals change frequently. This slows 
traffic making long-distance runs. 
But it speeds up the general traffic 
between blocks. 

Parking is permitted only at 
places clearly defined, and for lim- 
ited periods. The exact spots are 
marked on the sidewalk. In Los 
Angeles, which is as crowded with 
motors as New York—if not more 
so—parking during the business 
hours anywhere within the main part 
of the city is impossibls. Hence there 
are garages and parking lots all over 
the city. 

It does not follow that the Cali- 
fornia system could be adopted in 
New York. But more rigid enforce- 
ment of our existing regulations, 
especially those which relate to park- 
ing and the rights and obligations of 
pedestrians, would help to better a 
bad situation. 


OUR FAST AIRPLANE CARRIERS. 


In effectiveness there must be 
little to choose between the airplane- 
carrier Lexington, which has just 
broken speed records on a run from 
California to Honolulu, and her 
sister ship, the Saratoga. Each of 
these carriers has accommodations 
for seventy-six planes. British crit- 
ics have said that this is putting too 
Many eggs in one basket. Theoret- 
ically that may be so, since it is as 
easy to bomb a carrier as any other 
large ship of war. But two things 
would favor the Lexington: the 
great number of planes she could 
use to defend herself and her high 
speed. Compared with the Lexing- 
ton, our battleships are slow. Her 
designed speed of 34 knots could not 
be long kept up. In an emergency 
she might even exceed it. What 
counts most is her speed over 
long distances, when, for instance, 
she is called upon to join the fleet 
in a hurry. On the last twenty-four 
hours of her passage to Honolulu 
the Lexington steamed about 770 
nautical miles—at the rate of 32 
knots.. The Mauretania’s record for 
twenty-four hours was 676 knots. 
The distance covered by the Lexing- 
ton was 2,228 nautical miles, and her 
time for the voyage was three days, 
less one hour. If an enemy fleet 
had threatened Hawaii, planes could 
have been dispatched when she was 
still 200 miles distant, some to scout 
and others to attack. 

While the Lexington and Saratoga 
are armed with eight 8-inch guns, 
besides guns of smaller calibre, they 
are expected to avoid engagement 
with battleships and even with cruis- 
ers. The carriers are vulnerable, 
their batteries are not disposed to 
the best advantage, and they must, 
if péssible, avert destruction of the 
airplanes they are expected to send 
into action.’

When.employed in pick- 
ing up planes with the battle fleet 
steaming ahead, the carriers must 
manoeuvre ‘ without’ mistakes and 
move swiftly. There can be no doubt

United States” possession of the Lex- 
ington and Saratoga. Nevertheless, 
we need more carriers to.make up 
the tonnage allowed by the Wash- 
ington Treaty. The additions will 
naturally be of smaller. capacity 
than that. of the Lexington. 

Great Britain can build no more 
carriers. With completion of the 
Glorious, one of three converted 
“hush” or mystery-cruisers planned 
during the war, the. others being: the 
Furious and the Courageous, the Ad- 
miralty will have all the floating 
airdromes it is entitled to. None of 
them is, or will be, as big and fast 
as the American pair. In the new 
Akagi and Kaga, Japan will have 
two carriers with the heaviest main 
armament: ten 8-inch guns—the 
Washington Treaty limit. The big 
Japanese carriers have a displace- 
ment of 27,000 tons, but they will be 
slower by several miles an hour than 
the Americans. Japan could build 
one more large carrier, but the pref- 
erence seems, to be for small ships. 
That is now the case in Washington. 
The: United States has taken the 
lead in using the catapult for aux- 
iliary planes attached to battleships 
and cruisers. In fact, naval avia- 
tion promises to add considerable 
strength to the United States battle 
fleet and actually put it in the lead 
over other sea Powers. 


SCULPTURES IN SOAP. 


Shaping figures in soap must be 
almost as much fun as making mud 
pies. Children are often granted the 
privilege of molding scraps of dough 
into animal shapes and kneading 
soft rubber erasers into effigies of 
friends or enemies. That latter ac- 
tivity had, as a rule, the added zest 
of being an art pursued surrepti- 
tiously while hidden behind the larg- 
est textbook in one’s desk. But the 
soap sculptors, children and grown- 
ups, are out in the open with their 
works. They are having an exhibi- 
tion at the Anderson Galleries, last- 
ing until the end of the month. 
Prizes offered for the best sculptures 
in white soap have brought out 4,000 
entries from every. State in the 
Union. 

Children are natural workers in 
the plastic arts. Pottery clay and a 
similar but somewhat more waxy 
commercial product are supplied by 
many schools and kindergartens to 
ambitious young artists. There may 
be training as well as mere amuse- 
ment in the handling of such mate- 
rials. Soap has certain advantages 
over clay, which must be kept moist 
to work. It is less adaptable to the 
making of solid figures than soap, 
which offers a smooth, pleasing sur- 
face, and which is firm enough to 
carve and soft enough to (aces under 
childish hands. 

It is interesting to note that a 
number of professional artists have 
entered models in this competition. 
They have found soap useful as a 
preliminary medium. But their rep- 
resentation is not so significant as 
that of hundreds of very young 
people. Appreciation of ancient and 
modern beauties in sculpture is fos- 
tered in the child who attempts sim- 
ilar creations. It is possible that 
unsuspected talent might develop in 
boys and girls thus directed and en- 
couraged in the sculptural art. 


MRS. PANKHURST AND 
- SUFFRAGE. 


EMMELINE PANKHURST as @ prac- 
titioner of “direct action” was 
rivaled only by the terrorist activi- 
ties of the Russian revolutionists of 
a@ generation ago; and while her 
aims were not so far-reaching and 
her methods not so drastic as those 
of the Russian “ fighting organiza- 
tions,” her campaign forthe women’s 
vote in Great Britain was more 
persistently sustained. Its publicity 
value was enormous. With her two 
militant daughters and such able 
adjutants as Mrs. PETHICK LAW- 
RENCE and Mrs. DRUMMOND she pro- 
vided the newspapers of the world 
before 1914 with some of their most 
colorful copy and British Ministers 
with a long succession of unhappy 
hours. A minor poet of the time 
was moved to ponder on the gentle 
lilt of “ suffragette” and the Arca- 
dian music of syllables like Emme- 
line, Sylvia, Christabel, as asso- 
ciated with women who chained 
themselves to iron railings. and 
chairs, hurled stones through win- 
dows, threw acid into mail boxes, 
flung themselves in front of racing 
horses, wrote their slogans on the 
sidewalks, got themselves repeatedly 
sent to prison and there practiced 
hunger strikes in an endeavor to 
stir the conscience of the British 
male. The most militant movement 
in .British history since Chartism 
was the work of these ee 
women, — 

Their ultimate success they owe to 
a piece of direct action much more 
drastic and grimly colorful than 
their own efforts. Woman suffrage 
in Great Britain, and on the Conti- 
nent, on its present comprehensive 
scale, was brought into being by the 
World War. When the storm broke, 
Mrs. PANKHURST immediately pro- 


claimed a truce and rallied to the} 


side of her Government. But else- 
where than in Great Britain women’s 
partnership in the sacrifices and 
labors of the war hastened her en- 
franchisement as soon as peace 
came. Before 1914 women had the 
Parliamentary vote in New Zealand 
(1893), Australia (1902), Finland 
and Norway (1906-07), and in about 
a dozen of our own States. Today 
they vote everywhere in the United 
States, in every one of the British 
Dominions except South Africa, and

‘in the principal countries of Europe |: 


with-the exception of France and 
Italy. Women participated in the 
Spanish.plebiscite of two years. ago 
in-endorsement-of-the-Rivera-régime 
and fifteen women sit in the oer 
National Assembly. 

In Great Britain, where the first 
step was the enfranchisement of 
women of 30 and over, the vote is 
about to be extended to‘ the “flap- 
pers” of 21. When this comes to 
pass it is “ feared” in some quarters 
that British women, who are in a 
majority in the nation, will control 
the elections. . But experience with 
woman suffrage has served greatly 
to modify two of the predictions put 
forward in the course of the pre-war 
battle for the ballot... Women have 
not fully availed themselves of their 
new privileges, though in this re- 
spect Europe makes a better show- 
ing than the United States; and 
women voters do not divide on sex 
lines. 


AGAIN THE PRAYER-BOOK. 


The article by Dean INGE in the 
July Yale Review on “Church and 
State in. England.” gains special 
timeliness by the second submission 
of the revised Anglican Prayer-Book 
to the vote of the House of Com- 
mons. The particular merit of what 
the Dean writes lies in his state- 
ment of the origin of the great con- 
troversy and of the essential points 
at issue. He first of all gives 
the historical background, showing 
how the: characteristically English 
“ Elizabethan compromise ” in eccle- 
siastical matters had left the door 
open for such misunderstandings and 
for such variations of both doctrine 
and ritual as have crept into the 
English Church. According to Dean 
INGE, the present difficulty arose 
largely as a matter of discipline 
within the Church. The so-called 
Anglo-Catholic party has, especially 
in the Diocese of London, come 
almost openly to defy episcopal con- 
trol. It has introduced ritualistic 
services which have’ without much 
doubt been illegal, in the ecclesias- 
tical sense, but which the Bishops 
have been unable to put down. Dean 
INGE remarks: “The lawbreakers 
“manage to combine a theoretical 
“reverence for the episcopal office 
“with a readiness to snap their fin- 
“gers in the face of the particular 
“Bishop to whom they have prom- 
“ised canonical obedience.” 

It was this state of things which 
determined the policy of the revisers 
of the Prayer-Book. The Bishops 
had been almost distracted by the 
condition of governmental anarchy 
within the Church. They were led to 
believe that if they could legalize 
some of the innovations of the 
Anglo-Catholics, and positively for- 
bid those most contrary to the tra- 
dition of the Church of England, 
they could satisfy both parties. In 
the result they satisfied neither. 
They did not go far enough to suit 
the Anglo-Catholics, and they went 
too. far for the Liberal elements 
within the Church, and for that 
great .body of Protestant opinion 
in England which expresses itself 
through the so-called Dissenters. 
Dean INGE predicted that the second 
amended revision of the Prayer-Book 
would be rejected by the House of 
Commons even more emphatically 
than was the first. This: was veri- 
fied by the adverse majority record- 
ed yesterday. The Dean’s general 
conclusion is: 


The fact is that the Protestants 
of. England, who have long been 
treated by the Bishops as almost a 
negligible quantity, have risen in 
revolt, encouraged beyond their 
expectation by the vote in the 
House of Commons. They have 
long watched with indignation the 
Romanizing of the services, and 
the ridiculous flirtation of some 
Anglo-Catholic leaders with a Bel- 
gian Cardinal, in the avowed hope 
of paving the way for reunion 
with Rome. They regard the total 
failure of the Bishops to make 
their authority obeyed as a mix- 
ture of contemptible weakness and 
downright treachery. They do not 
care ‘much whether the Prayer- 
Book is changed or not; but they 
see clearly that if reservation is 
allowed, adoration of the elements 
cannot be stopped; and perhaps 
above all, they wish to register a 
vote of No Confidence in the 
Bishops. I do not justify this atti- 
tude; but the provocation has been 
great. Some of the Bishops have 
lost their tempers, and have spoken 
contemptuously of the ‘“‘ Protestant 
underworld.”” They will have to 
change their tone, for the country 
is still Protestant.

In case any such pauper [in charge of 
the Commissioner of Public Welfare} shall 
Meglect or refuse to perform the work 
allotted to him, or shall violate the rules 
and regulations of the institution, it shall 
be the duty of the superintendent of the 
almshouse to report such insubordination 
to the Commissionér, who may thereupon 
direct the punishment of such pauper by 
solitary confinement, and by being fed on 
bread and water only for such length of 
time as he may consider necessary. 

That seemed to the authorities to 
reveal a somewhat unamiable atti- 
tude on the part of the city toward 
its destitute wards. It was hard on 
the poor pauper, even theoretically, 
to subject him to a form: of punish- 
ment usually reserved for criminals. 
The Mayor and his advisers decided 
that it would be more consonant with 
the charitable and social standards 
of the present if the clause should bo 
eliminated, leaving the almshouse 
superintendents to enforce discipline 
and order in'less drastic ways—as 
they doubtless generally do.

If 
as many as half join up and then 
strike for $3, the prospects of scab 
workers and strike-breakers in fights 
are horrible to contemplate. One 
shudders to think what 6,000 beau- 
tiful girls might do to each other.

_ How the Prohibition Plank | Was Fiéaed and Insincerely Wee iy at 
Kansas City.

KANSAS CITY, June 14.—The pro- 
hibition issue was tossed out of the 
window of the Kansas City conven- 
tion’ hall today in*the general di- 
rection of Houston. Dr. Nicholas 
Murray Butler's year-long barrage of 
public statements and speeches was 
silenced by ‘the big party guns in 
two minutes of bombardment. There 
wasn’t ‘even a debate or a roll-call. 
Dr. Butler said a few mournful 
words about cowardice and hypocrisy 
and urged his party men to come up 
from the low places and lead from 
the heights. When he got through 
the son. of Neal Dow proposed that 
the motion be tabled—that last hu- 
miliating gesture of parliamentary 
practice—and some yelled ‘‘aye’’ and 
some yelled ‘‘no,’’ but there was no 
dispute as to the ruling of the Chair. 
Even if Dr. Butler had attempted to 
carry his rebellion to the point of 
demanding a roll-call, he could not 
have obtained enough seconds to 
have. the greatest social issue. in 
America put to the vote. — 

These delegates and their leaders 
have decided that, when Governor 
Smith is nominated at Houston, he 
is sure to get whatever strength will 
come from voters dissatisfied with 
prohibition... But they do not expect 
the issue to be made clean-cut; they 
are certain the politicians at Hous- 
ton, will dodge as the Kansas City 
convention has dodged. What the 
campaign will develop is on the 
knees of the gods, they argue. The 
Democratic cause will attract the 
wets, as the Republicans the drys— 
by. inferential reasoning. They took 
the chances they were obliged to take 
and refused the leap. proposed by 
Dr. Butler. 

Why Senator Borah, after months 
of proclamation about meeting the 
prohibition issue squarely, professed 
himself entirely satisfied with the 
plank adopted today, is interesting to 
faithful observers of his convention 
record. The resolution is not intri- 
cate. First it quotes Washington as 
saying that the Constitution ' is 
sacredly-obligatory. ‘Then the words 
of Lincoln are marshaled to an- 
nounce that Americans should obey 
both the letter and the spirit of that 
document. - As the pediment to these 
two columns of moral observations 
by. dead heroes, the Republican 
Party of 1928 announces that the 
Eighteenth Amendment was legally 
adopted and pledges itself and its 
nominees to the ‘‘observance’’ and 
*“‘vigorous enforcement’’ of the 
amendment. 

Mr. Borah was underatood by his 
admirers ‘to have insisted all along 
that words had been exhausted as 
agencies of enforcement. It.was sup- 
posed by them that he intended to 
demand a promise of definite action. 
In 1924 he heard the party platform 
say much of what it said today, ex- 
cept that it then spoke generally. of 
all laws and all parts of the Consti- 
tution instead of singling out this 
one. But if-the Senator ever had 
any intention of demanding endorse- 
ment of prohibition as a principle he 
abandoned it as he abandoned any 
possibly intended attempt to have the 
Volstead ‘act mentioned by name. 
Yet it is the Volstead act itself which 
is more in issue than anything else. 

All these mysteries are simply ex- 
plained under. the laws. that govern 
the system of give and take in plat- 
form conferences. Mr. Borah got 
his. mention of the amendment, even 
though the mention was a mere plat- 
itude,' The Eastern leaders kept the 
unpopular name of Volstead out of 
the platform. And Dr. Butler got 
the gate. . 

Some hundreds of years hence it 
may interest. scholarly men _ labori- 
ously ‘compiling the history of our 
time to learn that these delegates 
voted for the thing they knew was 
not true and voted against the thing 
that they. knew was a fact. They | s. 
have seen evidences in Kansas City | s 
this week that prohibition is no more 


enforced.in the interior than on, the 
coast. Nearly every delegate so dis 
posed who hasn’t had an illegal 
drink has seen some-one else take 
one. . 

And he has realized that among the 
very men who wrote the words about 
vigorous enforcement and personal 
observance are probably men who 
this week have violated one or more 
of the stricter clauses of the Volstead: 
act. Of those who loyally yell 
‘faye’? on the motion of Mr. Dow o 
Maine, few believed that prohibition$ 
can ever really be enforced in this* 
country. 

The consideration of politics de- 
cided things for them. They do not 
agree with Dr. Butler that it is ‘‘safe 
to abandon cowardice and hypocrisy”* 
on this particular question. They be- 
lieve it would have split their party 
and defeated their nominees if they, 
had officially admitted the truth that 
is clear to them, or proposed either. 
amelioration or extension of enforce~ 
ment provisions. So they stood by 
the same old formula, chanted the 
same old words, dodged the same. 
old obstacles. Then many of them 
went back to their hotels—for it was 
a long and ‘tiring morning session, 
what with the outraged farm blog 
and all—and had some drinks. 

This anomaly has grown familiar 
to the present generation, but it may, 
seem worthy of analysis and conclu¢ 
sion by future historians. If any 
such shall see these lines, let him be 
assured that the drinking delegates 
who voted for the prohibition plank 
are today not evil men. In all other 
obligations of life they are generally 
honest, open and courageous. It is 
just one of the pecneeetiies of our 
time. 

The failure of the wets to demand 
a roll-call or debate took the one 
chance away from the drab Kansas 
City convention to show color or 
strike fire. It had one thrilling 
moment today when Senator Borah 
mentioned that the President in his 
opinion could still carry the farm 
States if he were nominated, ‘‘and 
would accept.’’ Then the delegates 
were able to cheer for something they, 
believed, for some one for whom they, 
feel enthusiasm. But otherwise it 
has been a dull show. Senator Fess 
obviously bored them. Senator Moses 
failed to rouse them. Dr. Butler ir- 
ritated them. Listening to the plat- 
form wearied them. Many of them 
under Hoover instructions are politi- 
cians who are lukewarm toward the 
nominee, but who had to be for him 
if they wanted to come to Kansas 
City. The others who, in various 
stages of political debility, have 
leaped, climbed or been hoisted upon 
the band-wagon: cannot keep their 
minds off Al .Smith—‘‘the second 
choice of this convention’’—as he 
has been unanimously designated. 

It is entirely natural for -Demo- 
crats, beholding this lugubrious gath- 
ering, reading about it or listening 
to it over the radio, to assume forth- 


such a lodge of sorrow is marked 
for defeat. But there are hazards 
at Houston which the Democrats 
themselves must pass; there is an 
arduous campaign before them; and 
there is a normal Republican ma- 
jority in this country. While the del- 
egates have found nominating Hoo~ 
ver a dull business, the fact that sa 
reluctant a set are doing it never- 
theless is in itself an extraordinary, 
demonstration of his strength. Pos- 
sibly if the tantalizing thought were 
not omnipresent that they might 
have had Coolidge and Coolidge had 
won, they would be going about this 
task‘ in different spirit. Once it is 
done a change may be expected.

FLAG DAY OBSERVED 
THROUGHOUT CITY 


Six Ceremonies Commemorate 
Creation of Emblem 151 
Years Ago. 





Flag Day was commemorated yes- 
terday in many parts of the city. 
Anthems were sung in: City Hall 
Park, at Fraunces Tavern, the Bank- 
ers Club, the Statue of Liberty and 
the Eternal Light, and many 
speeches were made in praise of the 
emblem created by Betsy Ross at 
Philadelphia 151 years ago. 

The night celebration which ‘was 
to have taken place on the Mall in 
Central Park at 8:15 o’clock was 
called off on account of rain. The 
downpour came just at the time that 
the New York Chapter of the Sons 
of the American Revolution and the 
units that were to act as escort in 
the parade to the Mall wete assem- 
bling at Seventh Avenue and Fifty- 
ninth Street. 

While the American Flag Associa- 
tion, meeting at the Bankers Club. 
120 Broadway, was discussing legis- 
lation pending in the United States 
Senate against: desecration of the 
flag, fifty uniformed Boy Scouts of 
the Brooklyn Edison Gompany were 
raising a flag at*the Eternal Light 
in Madison Square. The «Scouts 
marched up Fifth Avenue from 
Union Square. The Sons of the 
Revolution paraded from .Fraunces 
Tavern to City Hall Park, where 
Wellington Wells, President of the 
Massachusetts Senate, spoke. He 
told of the stone'that had been placed 
at the base of the Liberty Pole in 
City Hall Park. It was, he said, 
taken from the Battlefield of Lexing- 
ton.

SUFFRAGIST, DEAD 


Famous Leader of Militant 
Women a Conservative 
at the End. 


ASPIRED TO PARLIAMENT 


Death Recalls Her Stormy Career 
—Vote Won When. Govern- 
ment’s Foe Supported War. 


Wireless to Tae New YorK Tmes. 

LONDON, June 14:—-Mrs. Emme- 
line Pankhurst, leader of English 
militant suffragists, died here today 
after a brief illness. She was 69 
years old. Since she returned to 
England in 1925 she had taken a 
deep interest, if a. less.sensational 
part, in public life and politics, and 
recently had considered standing as 
a Conservative candidate for Parlia- 
ment. She had, however, Lady As- 
tor’s offer to surrender her seat as 
member for Plymouth. 


Conspicuous for Years. 


Mrs. Emmeline Goulden Pankhurst 
for years was the most conspicuous 
figure in the woman ‘suffrage move- 
ment in any part of the world. In 
the suffragette agitation before the 
war she was the outstanding figure. 
Her critics called her a professional 
agitator, moved by a love of. no- 
toriety and encouraged by a_ pros- 
perity that moved apace with her 
espousal of the suffrage cause. Those 
who followed her called her a mod- 
ern Joan of Arc. looked up to her as 
a martyr and in their association at- 
tained something akin to exaltation 
from contact with her. 

Then the war came and all criti- 
cism was stilled. She and her fol- 
lowers céased their activities as mili- 
tant suffragists. Mrs Pankhurst 
organized the Women’s Party, helped 
mobilize the woman-power of Great 
Britain in farming, factories and 
mills, and traveled to Russia, Canada 
and the United States, inspiring wo- 
men workers in her great effort to 
help win the war. When the war 
was ended and stock taken of the 
great part women had played in the 
winning of it their. enfranchisement 
was a foregone conclusion, Nothing 
thst Mrs. Pankhurst and the militant 
suffragists had done in the fifteen 
years preceding the war contributed 
a fraction as much to their causé as 
the abandonment of their activities 
during the war. 

The name of Mrs. Pankhurst, how- 
ever, will always be associated in 
the public mind with the agitation 
carried on before the war. It was 
her spirit which lighted the fire- 
brands. It was she who counseled 
violence when her political measure 
was thwarted in Parliament. It was 
she who inspired all the frenzy of 
militant suffragism to the confusion, 
discomfort and bewilderment of the 
English. She was repeatedly jailed, 


“only to emerge, not only unrepentant 


and unsubdued, but more powerful 
and ready to counsel fresh and great- 
er violence among her easily swayed 
followers. 


A Mild-Mannered Little Woman, 
Those who knew all this vaguely 


jthought of her as some wild-eyed, 


loud-voiced shrew, raging ani storm- 
ing through an otherwise placid land, 
It was all the greater surprise for 


them when they saw her and found 
her a little woman, ‘mild in manner 
and rather mouse-like in- appearance. 
Her soft, gray hair, her drooping 
mouth and her frail figure were at 
odds with the popular conception. 
Those who..went to hear. her speak 
expecting an outpouring of flaming, 
enkindling passion were amazed to 
find her rather quiet and dispassion- 
ate in manner. Put there was some- 
thing strangely magnetic in Mrs. 
Pankhurst which stirred passion in 
others. 

Mrs. Pankhurst was bred and born 
in revolutionism, just as she reared 
her daughters to revolutionism. She 
was born in Manchester on the anni- 
versary of the storming of the Bas- 
tile, the daughter of a great Radical 
politician and the granddaughter of 
one. who barely escaped with ‘his life 
at the Peterloo franchise riots in 
1819. “She went to school in Paris 
and was close there to the daughter 
of Henri Rochefort, French Radical. 
The spirit of her girlhood was. Car- 
ried into her married life. Her hus- 
band, Dr. Pankhurst, was an active 
Radical, and she was his coworker 
for twenty years. He had helped 
John Stuart Mill draw up the first 
Woman Suffrage bill.. Shortly after 
their marriage, in 1879, she began 
committee work on various suffrage 
movements and in the pr cpegnee 
behind the married womah’s pro- 
perty bill, which subsequently . be- 
came a law. But at his death, in 
1899, she was still an inco icuous 
figure and a poor woman with three 
girls, Christabel, Sylvia and Adele, 
and a 80n, Harry, © care for. She 
was appointed Registrar of Births 
and . Deaths. in. Manchester and 
seemed destined to a life of unobtru- 
sive, middle-class respectability. 

Dissatisfied ‘with the various suf- 
frage organizations and anxious to 
have one of her own that would be 
more to her liking, Mrs. Pankhurst, 
with Christabel, formed in 1903 the 
Woman’s Social and Political Union.

Basil Miles, who has been: Ameri- 
can Administrative Commissioner to 


the International Chamber of Com- = 


merce in Paris since 1922, died yes- 
terday at Washington in his fifty- 
first year. He was married three 
years ago in Paris to Mrs. Peabody 
Savell, formerly of Indianapolis, a 
daughter of the late Alexander von 
Braun of Budapest.’ Funeral services 
will be held at the Miles Washington 
home, 1,718 H Street, N. W., at 10:15 
A. M. tomorrow. 

Mr. Miles has been associated with 
the American. diplomatic’ service, 
with organizations for preparedness 
in the early war period, and with 
various other “public activities. In 
1916-17, as a special representative of 
the United States in Russia, he held 
the rank ‘of Minister Plenipotentiary, 
with charge of German and Austro- 
Hungarian prisoners in that country. 
Ten years before he had spent two 
years at Petrograd as Third Secre- 
tary of the American Embassy, and 
in the latter. part of 1917 he was 
made Secretary of the Root Mission 
to Russia. His knowledge and ex- 
perience thus gained led to his being 
placed in charge of Russian affairs 
in the State Department from 1917 
to 1919. 

At the Washington Arms Confer- 


ence of 1921-22 Mr. Miles was Ex- 
ecutive Secretary of the conference 
and Secretary of the American dele- 
gation. 

He was a native of Philadelphia,

PARIS, June 14.—Captain R. Drace 
White, Naval Attaché of the Amer- 
ican Embassy, in a farewell speech

“IT do not desire to raise the scare- 
crow of immediate national danger, 
frIdo. believe in it,’’ declared 
Captain White. ‘‘But history gives 
too many examples of nations risen 
to commercial greatness together 
with inadequate naval power only to 
fall into oblivion when its navy 
failed for:me not to look with mis- 
giving on any failure on our part to 

eep our naval power apace with 
commercial exigency. 

‘“‘And if I have learned one thing 
from the study of history, it is to 
believe that any nation in possession 
of an enviable foreign trade and 
pushing that trade as our compatri-

EXCITEMENT KILLS MAN 


Bank Is Filled With Gas for Nearly 
an Hour and Republican Dele- 
gates:Are Tearful From Fumes.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., June 14.—One 
of Kansas-City’s most spectacular 
hold-ups occurred today when two 
patrolmen and two spectators were 
shot and scores of pedestrians suf- 
fered from tear gas as bandits raided 
the Home Trust Company,.1,119 Wal- 
nut Street, at 9:20 o’clock. They 
obtained between $20,000 and $30,000. 
A third spectator fell dead. in the 
excitement. The bank is six blocks 
from the Republican National Con- 
vention hall. 

The bandits, on being routed from 
the bank by tear bombs shot from a 
pistol by an employe, ran into the 
street and began firing in a mad 
frenzy.

Traffic Officer Killed. 


J. H. ‘“‘Happy”- Smith, traffic* pa- 
trolman, died tonight from wounds 
received as the bandits speeded by 
his post at Eleventh and Walnut 
Streets. He had been notified of the 
robbery and was starting to the scene 
when he was shot. He fired at the 
bandits and is believed to have 
struck one of them. 

Continuing north on Walnut, the 
bandits shot Darrell Capshaw, a pa- 
trolman stationed at Ninth Street. 
Capshaw was not.aware that a rob- 
bery had been committed when the 
bandits bore down on him. He was 
shot in the ankle and is not as dan- 
gerously injured as is Smith. 


Miss Lillian Roland, 17 years old, |. 


who was on the sidewalk near the 
scene of the robbery, was struck in 
the right cheek by a stray « bullet. 
The bullet emerged at-the back of 
her neck and she was carried to the 
office of a nearby physician in a 
critical condition. 

Charles Monaca, 40 years old, also 
was wounded as the bandits began 
firing in all directions. He was 
taken to the General Hospital and 
his condition is not believed to be 
critical. 

Alvin Faeth, 55 years old, fell dead 
at Twelfth and Walnut Streets when 
the excitement was at its height. 


. His death, which was attributed to 


heart disease, occurred as the ban- 
dits were fleeing. Physicians said 
the attack probably was induced by 
. excitement. 

The bandits were blinded severely 
by the tear gas and on leaving the 
bank started to enter the wrong car. 
’ Their car, a Buick sedan, was parked 
near-by. They soon corrected their 
mistake and started on their wild 
retreat in their own car. 


Tear Gas Unloosed. 


J. E. Thrutchley, who is in charge 
of the company’s safety deposit 
vaults, routed the bandits by firing 
two chambers of a gun containing 


the tear gas. The place was filled 
with gas and it was nearly an hour 
before the officials of the 
could return to check up on the loss. 

Seven or eight bandits were in the 
gang; estimates varied as to the 
exact number. Witnesses were 
agreed that one of them remained 
in the car, at least two stationed 
themselves outside the door, a fourth 
took tp a position inside the door, 
and the remaining three went about 
the business of the robbery 

Nineteen officers, employes and 
customers were in the when the 
bandits entered. They were startled 
by the firing of three shots and the 
hoarse shout: 

“This is a real hold-up. 
body look this way.”’ 

As those in the bank looked on 
helplessly, three of the bandits went 
behind the cage and began scoopi 
up the cash. They had visited only 
two cages when Thrutchley fired the 
gas bombs. The bandits detected it 
immediately and one of them shouted 
a warning. 

*“They’re shooting gas,’ he said. 
*“Let’s get out of here.” . 

Tears were in their eyes as: they 
fled into the street and entered their 
car, to start on their flight on Wal- 
nut Street.

Miss Boll’s Pilot Defers Hop-Off 
From Newfoundland Today. After 
Being Advised of Storm.

. TREPASSEY,’ N.  F., June 14.— 
After deciding late last night to 
abandon their plan of a direct flight 
acros the Atlantic for one via the 
‘Azores, the crew of the airplane 
Friendship again shifted their plans 
today and intend now to take off for 
Ireland as soon as the weather per- 
mits. . ~. 

The fliers had planned to take off 
tomorrow morning, but weather re- 
ports were so unfavorable tonight 
that they postponed the start until 
tomorrow afternoon, but more likely 
Saturday. 

The bie tri-motored Fokker mono- 
plane arrived here from Boston 
eleven days ago, with Wilmer Stutz 
as pilot, Lou, Gordon as mechanic 
and Miss Amelia Earhart, who 
hoped to be the first woman to com- 
plete a flight across the ocean, as 
co-pilot. ; 

Since their arrival here the crew 
have made more than a dozen at- 
tempts to take off with a heavy load 
of fuel, but each time the pontoons 
have remained glued to the water. 
Today, however, they did get up in 
a test flight. 

Test Flight Pleases Crew. 

When the plane came here no other 
objective was discussed but a direct 
flight to Europe, probably ending at 
Southampton, England, but with the 
possibility of continuing on over the 
Continent if the gasoline held out. 

Last night a flight via the Azores, 
Lisbon and Southampton was sub- 
stituted for this plan when finally 
the crew realized that they could not 
lift the plane from the water with 
her fuel tanks sufficiently full to 
carry them all the way across the 
ocean , 

On this morning’s trial flight the 
Friendship went into air almost 
immediately. She soared to about 
2,000 feet and was thoroughly tested 
for thirty-four minutes. The crew 
were well pleased. 

Then this afternoon they announced 
another possible change in their 
plans, this being to fly to Ireland, 
where they would refuel and then 
go on to Southampton or further. 

They believe from this morning’s 
“uptake” that the machine can lift 
gasoline enough for the Irish flight, 
but this opinion has to be proved 


by one or more trials. These they 
Pp to make tomorrow morning, 
starting at daylight. After that the 
final course will be announced.

CITY GETS PARK SITE 
AT REDUCED PRICK 


Decides -on Hillside Tract in 
Queens at Figure Said to Be 
$2,000 an Acre Under Cost. 


APPROVES A RICHMOND PLOT 


Owners Rush.to Offer Better Terms 
—Recreation Group Lauds 
Berry Deals. 


The Board of Estimate decided 
yesterday on the purchase of a park 
site in Queens and another in Rich- 
mond as part of its park develop- 
ment program. The vote followed 
recommendations from Controller 
Berry of the two sites as the most 
economical as against others sug- 
gested to the board by real estate 
owners. 

It was announced that purchase 
would be made from $4.500,000 which 
Controller Perry several months ago 
reported as on hand from the sale 
of city real estate. Part of the re- 
maining money will be used in de- 
veloping the properties. 

The two sites voted are the Hillside 
Tract, in the central part of Queens, 
of 312 acres, to cost $1,391,000, and 
the La Tourette Tract, a hilly stretch 
of 580 acres in the central part of 
Staten Island, to cost $1,500,000. 
Mayor Walker said that these sites 
would serve the greatest number of 
people in the respective boroughs. 

In the discussion which preceded 
the vote, attorneys for property own- 


ers anxious to have the city acquire. 


their land in Queens and Richmond 
held hurried conferences with their 
clients and offers of price reductions 
were made, but to no avail. 

An attorney for the owners of the 
Alley Pond Tract, in Queens, who 
previously had offered 200 of 350 
acres in the area at $4,800 an acre, 
cut the price to $4,500 an acre. The 
Clark-Richards. estate, previously 
held at $4,900 an acre for 277 acres, 
was offered for $4,700 an acre. 

At, this por Martin Conboy, rep- 
resenting the Clark-Richards estate, 
charged that the property was being 
used as ‘‘a stalking horse’’ to effect 
a reduction in the prices of the other 
properties, and he objected to the 
city’s tactics.

HE PUTS BLAME ON ‘SPIRITS’ 


They Tickled Him and He Tried to 
Save Sister From. Them, He 
Tells the Police. 


Thomas F. Leach, 45 ‘years old, 
awoke early yesterday morning, 
groped his way to the cellar, found 
a piece of iron pipe, and went to the 
room of his sister Emma, where he 
beat her to death and then stabbed 


her with a kitchen knife. ; 

Emma A. Leach, 50 years old, had 
been a teacher for years in Public 
School 12 in Adelphi Street, Brook- 
lyn. She lived th her brother .in 
the three-story house they owned at 
171 Underhill Avenue. 'She took care 
of Thomas, whose health, mental and 
physical, was not good. He in return 
cooked the meals and was the house- 
keeper. He was held last night at 
the Grand Avenue Station, charged 
with homicide. 

“It was the spirits’ fault,’’ Thomas 
told Detective Sergeant Reiff. .‘‘I 
got up several times, but they 
wouldn’t stop tickling. Then I said 
to myself, ‘I won’t let them bother 
my sister.’ ’’ Leach went on to tell 
the detectives how he had sat by the 
dead woman’s bed all night, then 
cooked his breakfast, and returned 
to her side’ to pray. 

Neighbors of the neat little home 
early noticed something strange 
about it. The Leach’s mongrel 
pet, Brownie, had barked _§inces- 
santly from midnight on. He kept 
up the yelping all the day. When 
the neighbors went by they saw two 
bottles of milk on the steps in front. 
There was no one moving in the 
house, neither Leach nor his sister 
came or went. The neighbors tele- 
phoned the Grand Avenue Station.

PRINCETON, N. J., June 14.— 
Death stopped the reunion festivities 
of the class of 1913 at Princeton Uni- 
versity this evening when Robert 
Wilson Patterson Jr. of Pittsburgh, 
one of the class members, was killed 
instantly by a bolt of lightning. 
Standing beneath a tree during a 
sudden thunderstorm, which broke 
here a little before 7 o’clock, Mr. 
Patterson was knocked to the ground 
when lightning struck the tree. 
Three of his classmates rushed from 
the nearby: tent where the reunion 
-was being held but they found Mr. 
Patterson dead. . 

-Mr, Patterson had been married a 
little more than a year and was 
President of the William G. Johnston 
ompany, printers, of Pittsburgh. 
He had no children.’ He arrived in 
Princeton this morning to attend the 


fifteenth reunion of his class, which 
began here today. 


Death Is Instantaneous. 


About fifty of the class of 1913 
were dressed in the costume of the 
Foreign Legion, celebrating their 


reunion in their headquarters across 
from the Palmer Stadium when the 
tragedy: occurred. A pulmotor was 
applied and the body was taken to 
the university infirmary immediate- 
ly. Doctors there said. death had 
been instantaneous. 

Memorial services were conducted 
by the gathered alumni at 9 o’clock, 
with Alden D. Groff of New York, 
who is President of the class, presid- 
ing. President John Grier Hibben, 
who was called to the scene immedi- 
ately after Mr. Patterson’s death, 
spoke at the memorial services, as 
did the Rev. James H. Gorham, a 
member of the Episcopal order of 
the Holy Cross, who: had come from 
Pendembu, Sierre Leone, Africa, to 
see his classmates. After the ser- 
vices the class headquarters were 
closed for the night. 

While Mr. Patterson was an under- 
graduate at Princeton he was a 
member of the varsity hockey team, 
a member of his freshman football 
team and a member of Cottage Club. 
During the war he was an Ensign 
inthe navy. He was the son of the 
late Robert W. Patterson, a promi- 
nent Pittsburgh lawyer, who was 
graduated in 1876. 


Burlington Hard Hit.

Every piece of fire fighting ap- 
paratne in Burlington was called out 
o fight the flames which attacked 
the Delaware Hotel and the Burling- 
ton House, two of the oldest’ land- 
marks in the city. Several guests 
were forced to flee to the street 
when lightning struck tin awnings 
and ignited the buildings. ; 

Six high school students, returning 
home after a swim in the Delaware 
River, took refuge under a ‘tin 
canopy when the downpour began. 
Lightning struck the covering and 
stunned them. The boys, Charles 
O’Malley, Charles Dunn, Harry Kirk, 
Harry Bradley, George Dunn and 
Charles McGettigan, recovered suf- 
ficiently to be taken to their homes. 

After the lightning had abated, it 
continued to rain in torrents, flood- 
ing the highways throughout this 
section.

CARUSO ESTATE SET 
AT $800,000 NET 


Pro Rata Deduction for Debts 
of Tenor Here Leaves Holdings 
Tax Free in State. 











OWED $262,518 IN NEW YORK 


Most of Property in Intangibles in 
America, With $758,000 Owned 
in Italy, Report Shows. 


The taxing by the State of New 
York of the estate of Enrico Caruso, 
the tenor, has been such a problem, 
because he was a resident of Italy, 
and most of his property was. not 
assessable here, although the bulk of 
his debts were in New York, that 
the transfer tax report was not filed 
until yesterday,’ although he died 
Aug. 2, 1921.. The report indicates 
that he left a total net estate of more 
than $800,000, exclusive of royalties 
from phonograph records. More than 
$785,000 of his property was in Italy. 

Under the New York tax laws the 
Caruso estate will pay no inheritance 
tax. because the only assessable prop- 
erty: consisted of tangibles, valued at 
$106,301, which included his art col- 
lection, worth $100,110, opera cos- 
tumes and accessories, $1,386, Orien- 
tal rugs, $2,285, and other items. The 
intangible New York property, con- 
sisting of bank deposits and securi- 
ties, not being taxable, and compris- 
ing more than half the assets in New 
York, the estate was. entitled to a 

ro rata deduction of $111,004 from 
he total New York debts of $262,518. 
Deputy. Tax Commissioner Stephen- 
son accordingly found no tax col- 


lectible. 

The report lists total debts of about 
$500,000 here and elsewhere, against 
total assets of $1,226,830. The largest 
debts in New York were $50,648, due 
on 1920 income tax, and $80,850 for 
the year he died, while the Govern- 
ment made a claim of: $218,460 for 
additional taxes for the iod from 
1913 to 1921. The estate disputed 
this item and has thus far paid only 
$156,100. Signor Caruso owed $36,441 
to lonepn. for iia 2 apparel, . $26,- 
410 to E. M. Gattle & Co. for jewelry, 
$4,215 to the Hotel Vanderbilt for his 
apartment and $18,250 to the Metro- 
politan Opera Company for an un- 
earned advance on the 1920-21 season.

John M. Phillips, alleged head of 
the Queens sewer ring, who is to 
stand trial in the Federal Court in 
Brooklyn on June 21 on an indict- 
ment charging him with defrauding 
the Government.of nearly $745,000 in 
income taxes in three years, will go 
by ambulance from his home in 
Freeport, L. I., to Atl:.ntic City to- 
day to recuperate from an operation 
in the Spring in Florida. Phillips 
is said to be under the care of two 
nurses. His counsel, Henry Vollmer, 
gaid he would ask for an adjourn- 
ment of trial if Phillips’s condition 
did not improve. 

After final preparations for the 
trip to Atlantic City had been made, 
Phillips called Andrew Zorn, s0- 
called ‘‘cement king’’ of Queens, and 
Peter P. Campbell, both business as- 
sociates, to his Freeport home for 
a conference. The nature of the con- 
ference was not disclosed. 

The Extraordinary Grand Jury in 
Queens investigating the sewer sit- 
uation examined -Daniel J. Creem, 
brother of John J. Creem, President 
of Duit, Inc., Queens contractors, 
who said he did not know where his 
brother could be found. John J. 
Creem is one of the two missing wit- 
nesses. Albert Decker of Muccini & 
Decker, contractors, also appeared 
before the Grand Jury again. 

To facilitate an investigation by 
the Bar Association of charges pre- 
ferred against Henry H. Klein, 
counsel for Alderman George U.

|Stocks Advance Again, Then 


React—Call Money; 514, - 
‘Brokers’ Loans Reducéd. 


Of; the numerous interesting de- 
velopments on yesterday’s financial 
scene, some came into view during 
businéss hours; others afterward. 


}| The decline in the call-money rate to 
|| 5% .per cent. had no- evident in- 


fluence on. the stock market, for the 
further advance in prices of specula- 
tive shares in the early hours was 
followed by renewed decline before 
the closing, with half of the forenoon 
gainsecanceled in some of them. The 
lower Stock Exchange money market 
resulted naturally from the recent 
extensive closing-out of speculative 
accounts. It may or may not con- 
tinue; the July payments carried the 
rate from 4 per cent. to 5 in the 
easy-money period of 1927 and 1926, 
and brought it to 6 per cent. in 1925. 
As for the stock market, yesterday’s. 
late reaction merely indicated the 
familiar situation of ‘“‘bear cover- 
ing’? and ‘‘bargain-hunters’ pur- 
chases’’ slackening when prices had 
been advanced appreciably from the 
low level of the crash. 

The really important information 
of the day was made public after the 
market’s close. It consisted, first, 
of the Reserve Bank’s report of 
brokers’ loans, which showed reduc- 
tion during the week of $135,549,000. 
This is with one exception the first 
curtailment since the beginning of 
March; it is also the largest reduc- 
tion of any week this year and, as 
might have been expected after the 
recent drastic’ Stock Exchange 
liquidation, the largest since March, 
1926. It is therefore a step toward 
restoration of a normal credit posi- 
tion. That it has not yet created any 
such position, however, is proved by 
the comparison. which the account 
still makes with other dates and by 
the. Reserve Bank’s weekly  state- 
ment. 

With all the week’s large reduction 
of brokers’ borrowings, they are still 
$723,000,000 greater than fourteen 
weeks ago and larger by $1,267,000,- 
000, or 28 per cent., than in June of 
1927. But that is not all. Borrowings 
by member banks at the Federal 
Reserve have increased . $61,000,000 
further this past week. In yesterday’s 
statement, total rediscounts crossed 
the billion-dollar mark for the. first 
time since Jan. 4, 1922. They are 
larger by nearly $600,000,000 than in 
this week of any year but one since 
1921, and the one exception is note- 
worthy. 

At that time in 1923, the increase of 
such member-bank borrowings was 
causing great anxiety; it led to such 
self-protective action by the banks 
as compelled the continuous retreat 
of speculators in every market. Yet 
the total of rediscounts in the middle 
of that June, $698,865,000, was less 
by $344,000,000 than the $1,042,858,- 
000 reported yesterday. That the 
system’s present ratio of reserve to 
liabilities should, as a consequence 
of these credit requisitions, have 
fallen to 67% per cent., as against 
75% in March and 76% a year ago, 
and that the New York bank’s ratio, 
at 67% per cent., should now be the 
lowest of any week since 1921 except 
for the end of December, 1927, is a 
sidelight on the situation which can 
scarcely be disregarded. 

Yesterday’s statements of the Eu- 
ropean central banks were unusually 
interesting. In American values, the 
Bank of England added $19,500,000 
during the week to its stock of gold, 
and now holds $59,800,000 more than 
at the time when it resumed gold pay- 
ments in 1925. Furthermore, the 
bank’s ratio of reserve to deposit lia- 
bilities, 4854 per cent,, is not only the 
highest since July, 1914, but is nearly 
up to the usual figure at this season 
in pre-war years. Using the proceeds 
of its very successful loan, the 
French Government has in the past 
week paid off, at present franc valu- 
ation, $114,000,000 of its debt to the 
Bank of France. That debt has now 
been. reduced, in American values, 
$798,000,000 since the crisig of 1926. 
Most or all of the $725,000,000 which 


celed when the france is officially re- 
valued, by crediting to the State the 
difference between old and new val- 
uation of the bank’s existing gold 
reserve.

Exchange Puts Receipt Plan In Ef- 
fect in Chrysler-Dodge Merger.

Reserve Banks Buy Securities. 


An increase of $13,000,000 in the 
Federal Reserve Banks’ holdings of 
United States Government securities, 
announced yesterday, bore out pre- 
dictions that had been made earlier 
in the week, but it was said yester- 
day that these purchases by the Re- 
serve Banks need not: necessarily 
mean a reversal of policy on their 
part. Sales of securities by the Re- 
serve Banks had been going on for 
some time as part of the policy of 
reducing stock market credit sup- 
plies and curbing speculation. An 
appreciable increase in their hold- 
ings would be hailed as a sign of 
easing the tension. Minor fluctua- 
tions, however, do not always reflect 
anything of significance. The Re- 


serve Banks often buy securities on 
repurchase contracts under which 
banks temporarily in need of funds 
sell the securities and agree to buy 
them back when the pinch is over, 
the usual time being about ten days. 
There are also very large foreign 
holdings of Treasury securities here, 
and they frequently cause shifts. It 
was believed by bankers that these 
factors were mainly responsible for 
the increase in the Reserve Banks’ 
holdings this week.

More Gold About to Go. 


Additional ear-markings of gold 
for foreign account were indicated 
by the Federal Reserve statement 
showing a reduction of about $238,- 
500,000 in the gold reserves of the 
system. Virtually all of the decrease 
was believed to have been caused 
by foreign purchases of the metal. 
While announcements of the pur- 
chasers of  ear-marked gold are 
never made, the general impression 
in Wall Street was that the metal

$67,200,000 DEBT 


Britain . to Pay Remainder of 
War Loan Instalment With 
United States Securities. 


Check for Less Than $1. From 
Morgan & Co. to Federal Reserve 
Bank Today Will Close. 


A check made out in cents—the 
amount is considerably less than a 
dollar—will be turned over to the 
United States in behalf of Great 
Britain today as part of a transaction 
by which the British Government 
will pay this country $67,200,000 as 
an instalment on its war debt. The 
rémainder of the amount will be paid 
in the form of United States Govern- 
ment securities, which have been 
purchased over a considerable period 
for British account in the open 
market. So expertly and accurately 
have the purchases been carried out 
that the difference between the 
amount of securities held for sur- 
render. by. Great Britain - to -this 
country and the amount due under 
the debt schedule on June 15 
amounted only to pennies, and a 
check was made out to complete the 
transaction. 

The transaction will -be carried out 
here by J. P. Morgan & Co., .repre- 
senting the British Government, and 
the Federal Reserve Bank of New 
York, which will receive the peourt: 
ties as agent of the United States 
Treasury Department. Neither 
Morgan & Co. nor the Federal Re- 
serve Bank would reveal the details 
of the transaction, regarding it as 
confidential between the British and 
the American Governments, but this 
did not prevent lively conjecture in 
Wall Street as to.the amount which 
has .been saved .by Great Britain 
through the purchase of securities 
selling at a discount and, the pres- 
entation of them at r in its debt 
payment to the United States. 


Market Watched Closely. 


Under the debt agreement the 
debtor country has the option of pay- 
ing its instalments either in cash or 
in securities of the United States 
Government. A close watch custom- 
arily is kept on the movements in 


the prices of American Government 
securities and purchases usually are 
made when any of the issues goes 
appreciably below par. Such orders 
usually are in the market for British 
account throughout a large part of 
the year, and it frequently occurs 
that the full amount of securities 
necessary for a debt payment are in 
hand considerably in advance of the 
payment date. 

How much Great Britain is saving 
through its method of payment in 
yor resent case depends, of course, 
ust what issues she purchased

The heavy liquidation in the stock 
market in the last week was reflect- 
ed yesterday in a decrease of $135,-

by the Federal‘ Reserve. authorities, 
which brought the total down to the 
lowest point since’ May 9. “It was the 
first. time.in many weeks that re- 
ductions have’ been shown in all

Electric Railway Association, 
Meeting at Coney Island, 
Discusses Relief. 





A discussion of city traffic prob- 
lems occupied a good part of the 
opening session yesterday ‘at the 
Half Moon Hotel, Coney Island, of 
the annual convention of the New 
York Electric Railway Association.

Committee of the New York Clothing 
Manufacturers’ Exchange, it was 
learned that the manufacturers 
would vigorously oppose the introduc- 
tion of unemployment insurance in 
the ‘new contract with the Amalga- 
mated Clothing Workers, as proposed 
by the union. The contract expires 
July 1 and a conference of subcom- 
mittees will probably be held Mon- 
ay 

Except for two members who 
were willing to negotiate for the 
establishment of an unemployment 
insurance fund in their own shops, 
it was said on. behalf of the man- 
ufacturers that the other members 
of the committees were unanimous 
in opposing. it. 

The opposition was based on the 
ground that the market would have 
an additional burden, that the oper- 
ation of such a. fund would be cum- 
bersome and expensive and that it 
would create a source of graft and 
‘‘bootlegging’’ of cut clothing. It 
was also felt that it would be an 
imposition on independents. Others 
held that unemployment insurance 
was a social question, not industrial, 
and that if it comes at all it should 
be introduced by the State.
